Kuwait slashes 
budget deficit 


KUWAIT, Nov 7, (Agen- 
cies): Kuwait said today 
higher oil revenue and belt- 
tightening had slashed its 
1987-88 budget deficit to 
KD779 million ($2.8 billion), 
the lowest for three years and 
just over half the planned 
figure. 

Finance Minister Jassem 
Mohammed A1 Khorafi told a 
news conference this meant more 
money would go to the reserve 
fund for future generations, a 
nest-egg for the 21st century lar- 
gely invested in foreign stocks 
and bonds. 

Kuwait, one of the world's lar- 
gest investors, allocates 10 per 
cent of revenues to the fund every 
year. 

Khorafi said revenue for the 
fiscal year ending last June 
totalled KD2.25 billion ($8 
billion) and expenditure KD2.80 
billion ($10 billion) not including 
the fund contributions. 

Recovery 

The deficit had been forecast 1 
to reach KD1.4 billion ($5 
billion), about the same as in 
1986-87. 

A major reason for the lower 
deficit was the recovery of world 
oil prices in 1987 after a crash in 
1986. The average price of oil, 
Kuwait's... .main source, of 
revenue, during the year

exceeded the projected $15 a 
barrel. 

Khorafi said the government 
had also sought to rationalise 
spending without affecting basic 
services and people on limited 
incomes. 

He said that levying of some 
fees on services offered by the. 
state to the public is not aimed at 
generating money as much as it 
targets rationalising expenditure 
and protecting state funds 
against uncalled fpr spending. 

“It is illogical,” the official 
said, “to continue to offer free 
sendees without the citizen shar- 
ing in the financial obligations. A 


time schedule should be worked 
out (on charges to be levied) 
without affecting the low- 
income group-” 

He said persistent deficits sus- 
tained since oil prices which 
plummeted in 1982 endangered 
the government's reserves. 

“Continuing budget deficits 
will be a danger to the general 
reserve because they will bring us 
to the stage where we are forced 
to cover the deficit from the 
reserve,'' he said. 

Kuwait's reserves, estimated 
by bankers at about $80 billion, 
include both thereserve fund and 
a general reserve. 

The reserve fund cannot be 
touched until the next century. 
The general reserve, worth about 
KD9 billion ($32 billion), 
includes loans to Arab andThird 
World countries which cannot be 
recalled quickly, bankers say. 

Kuwait financed the 1987-88 
deficit for the first time by issuing 
treasury bills and bonds worth a 
total ofKD1.4 billion ($5 billion) 
to local financial institutions. 

Borrowing 

Khorafi said a committee 
beaded by the Central Bank 
governor had been formed to 
study ways of developing the 
general reserve. . 

He also said the government 
was considering a new law to tie 
future borrowing to the actual, 1 


instead of the projected deficit. 
He did not elaborate on the 
it's borrowing plans 


tor the current 1988-89 fiscal 
year, when the deficit is projected 
to reach KLD1.35 billion ($4.8 
billion). 

Khorafi said 1987-88 oil 
revenues were worth KD265 
milli on ($946 million) more than 
the projected KD1.73 billion 
($6.2 billion). 

Khorafi praised efforts by 
government departments and 
ministries to realise the savings 
and stressed the policy of contin- 
ued rationalised public spending 
and optimum use of state resour- 
ces. 

Projects 

About the role of the private 
sector in the budget, Khorafi said 
that though certain projects can- 
not be undertaken by this sector, 
“there is nothing to hinder con- 
sideration of offering the chance 
to the private sector to contribute 
to some services rendered by the 
state.” 

Defending the government's 
acquisition of shares of local 
companies, the official said it was 
aimed at restoring economic 
stability and improving the com- 
panies' overall performance. 
Complete privatisation of these 
companies is not probable until 
after stability of the market is 
ensured, he said. 
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Maldives returning to normal 

Mercenary ship sinks 


MA LE, Nov 7, ( Reuter): A cargo 
ship in which mercenaries tried 
to escape from the Maldives after 
a failed coup attempt sank in the 
Indian Ocean today, three days 
after it was hit by Indian naval 
gunfire, a Maldivian official 
said. 

Nobody was aboard the 5,000- 
tonne Progress Light when it 
went down 55 miles off Sri Lanka 
because the mercenaries had 
surrendered on Sunday to Indian 
naval commandos who dropped 
from helicopters on to the freigh- 
ter. 

But the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) news agency said naval for- 
ces were still pursuing a second 
vessel carrying mercenaries. 

Major Mohammad Zahir, a 
Maldivian security official, said 
Indian rocket-propelled gren- 
ades struck the Progress Light, 
seized by mercenaries trying to 
topple President Maumoon 
Abdul Gayoom, on Friday as it 
left Male, the Maldivian capital. 

The mercenaries seized 27 hos- 
tages after failing in their brief, 
bloody attempt to take control of 
the Maldives, a republic of about 


200,000 people. Four hostages 
were killed and three are missing. 

Indian state television showed 
an Indian naval commander say- 
ing his ship had fired depth char- 
ges and light guns at the Progress 
Light, which had caught fire and 
sunk. 

Indian naval sources said the 
46 mercenaries, 20 surviving hos- 
tages and ship’s crew had been 
taken on to the Indian frigate 
Godavari which was heading for 
Male. The mercenaries were 
being interrogated aboard the 
frigate. 

Indian television showed the 
alleged leader of the coup 
attempt, Abdullah Luthufi, den- 
ying that be had been in control. 

The PTI quoted naval sources 
as saying a second ship, named as 
the Japanese-registered cargo 
vessel Dolphin, was being chased 
by Indian helicopters and ships 
and Maldivian Coastguards. 

The agency said it was suspec- 
ted of carrying 1 00 more mercen- 
aries. . . 

In Male, shops were beginning 
to reopen and people were com- 
ing out of their homes.

CHANDIGARH. Nov 7, (AP): 
Sikh gunmen shot and killed an 
Indian Army general in Punjab 
today after five days of Sikh 
separatist violence left at least 78 
people dead in the north Indian 
state, police said. 

Maj. Gen. B.N. Kumar, a 
Hind u, was shot in the head by 
two Sikh gunmen as he left his 
home in Chandigarh to go to his 
office, a police spokesman said. 

The assailants, waiting in a 


car, fired 40 to 45 rounds and 
escaped, said the spokesman 
who under standing regulations 
is not identified. 

Kumar, 56, was on deputation 
from the Army to the Bhakra 
Beas management board, which 
overlooks the work of the 
Bhakra Nangal dam. The dam, 
one of the largest in the world, is 
situated in the neighbouring 
Himachal Pradesh state, but it 
provides irrigation water for a 
vast area of Punjab. 



I’m no longer 
in charge, 
says Deng 

PEKING, Nov 7, (Reuter)! 
Deng Xiaoping, at 84 still regar- 
ded as China’s most influential 
leader, said today he was no lon- 
ger in charge and had passed the 
reins of power to Communist 
Party chief Zhao Ziyang and 
Premier Li Peng. 

“In China today, those in 
charge are Zhao Ziyang and Li 
Peng. 1 only look into a few mat- 
ters,”- the official New China 
News Agency quoted Deng as 
telling visiting Uruguayan 
President Julio Sanguinetti at a ■ 
meeting in the Great Hall of the 
People. 

Western diplomatic sources 
quoted Deng as adding that his 
career was “in its sunset." 

Progress 

He told Sanguinetti China's 
progress m the past 10 years — 
the period of his rule, marked by 
pragmatic economic reforms — 
had been “gratifying” and 
national policies generally 
correct, the agency reported. 

There had been minor errors 
and shortcomings but no major . 
mistakes. 
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RAWALPINDI. Nov 7, 
cies): Political rivals accused' the 
Pakistan People's Party, led by 
Benazir Bhutto, of human rights 
abuses at a large rally yesterday 
as the nation's election campaign 
moved into high gear. 

Benazir, 35, disputed the 
allegations and said her party 
represented Pakistan’s “.oppres- 
sed” people and stood for “jus- 
tice and equality for all'* in the 
Nov ,16 elections. 

She inherited the party's 
leadership after her father, for- 
mer Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto, was overthrown by the 
Army, then executed in 1979 
after he was accused of killing 
another politician. 

She was criticised on the cam- 
paign trail by rivals, Nawaz 
Sharif — acting ChiefMinister of 
Punjab and Ghulam Mustafa 
Jatoi, chief of the National Peo- 
ples Party and a leader of nine- 
moderate-to-rightist parties 
called the Islamic Democratic. 
Alliance (IDA). 

The alliance includes the Pak- 
istan Muslim League led by for- 
mer Prime Minister Mohammad 
Khan Junejo. 

Suspended 

Jatoi yesterday told an 
estimated 100,000 at an alliance 
rally not to forget “the reign of 
terror which All Bhutto let loose 
in Pakistan” during his seven- 
year rule, which began in Dec 
1971. 

“Politicians were murdered, 
women kidnapped, cabinet mini- 
sters beaten up, and human 
rights remained largely suspen- 
ded during that period,” charged 
Jatoi, a politician from Sind. 

“Don’t bring that rule of 
terror back by voting” .for.Ben- 
azir, he told therally. ' 

Sharif devoted most of his 
speech at the rally to denounce 
the Bhqtto family. 

Sharif, one of the mainstays of 
the IDA said “We will defeat 
these ill-intentioned people, so. 
they will go back to where they 
were raised and educated.” Ben- 
azir was educated at US and Brit- 
ish universities. 

Blamed 

“There was a period in this 
country when anyone who spoke 
against the government was cru- 
shed,” he said, referring to the 
rule of Bhutto. 

“When they lost power, they 
started hijacking planes. Now 
they want to hijack our nuclear 
programme.” 

Benazir’s brothers Murtaza 
and the late Shahnawaz were the 
leaden of a guerrilla group called 
A! Zulfikar, blamed by the 
government for the 1981 hijack- 
ing of a Pakistani airliner. 

Her mother NusraL who is 
standing in the elections, was 
quoted by a magazine as saying 
Pakistan's top-secret nuclear 
research plant at Kahuta should 
be opened for US inspection. 
Nusrat Bhutto has denied mak- 
ing the remarks. 

But Benazir countered her 
rivals' claims during appearan-- 
ces at public rallies yesterday in 
Jacobs bad, Jbatpat, Shikarpur, 
Madhriji and Lakhi. 

Oppressed 

She said her party “represents 
the oppressed people of Pakis- 
tan.” 

“My party believes in justioe 
and equality for all,” she added. 
“A new era of fair play and jus- 
tice will dawn on Nov 16 and the 
days of excesses against the poor 
will come to an end” 

She promised to create job 
opportunities for the unem- 
ployed and to distribute govern- 
ment-owned land among far- 
mers who don't own any land. 


600 reported killed in 
Chinese earthquake 


BEIJING, Nov 7, (Agencies): A 
powerful earthquake just inside 
China's mountainous southern 
border killed 600 people, two 
official radio stations reported 
today. 

The China International 
Broadcasting station, also 
known as Radio Beijing, and the 
Peoples' Central Broadcasting 
station quoted a single reporter 
near the quake site as giving the 
death toll. 

Radio Beijing also quoted the 
reporter. Hu Jiaqi, as saying 
most of the dead were in the small 
village of Shanmato in Yunnan 
province, and that the village was 
nearly wiped out. 

Hu's account could not 
immediately be independently 
confirmed. Beijing Radio said 
earlier that 600 people were 
kiDed or injured in the earth- 
quake yesterday that measured 


7.6 on the Richter scale. 

Dozens of aftershocks contin- 
ued Lhrough today, with the 
strongest registering 7.2. 

Sparsely 

The State Seismology Bureau 
in Beijing, which earlier reported 
18 killed and 54 injured, said it 
had no new figures. The official 
Xinhua news agency reported at 
least 37 were dead and more than 
100 injured. 

Telephone service was cut off 
to ihe affected region, in Yunnan 
province near the Burmese bor- 
der. The area is sparsely 
inhabited by farmers, many of 
them from the Lahu and Va min- 
orities who speak their own lan- 
guages and live in simple wood, 
wood -and -mud houses. 

The reported death lolL, if 
accurate, would make the earth- 
quake China's worst since the 
1978 tremor that killed 242,000 


people in the northeastern city of 
Tangshan. That quake measured 
7.8 on the Richter scale. 

Yunnan authorities ordered 
an airlift of food, medicine and 
other relief supplies, as roads to 
the affected area were impassa- 
ble. Yunnan's foreign affairs 
office said that doctors and Y un- 
nan Governor He Zhiqiang were 
travelling to the scene. 

Ordered 

The Communist Party central 
committee ordered a delegation 
led by state councillor Song Jian 
to visit the quake site to oversee 
rescue work, Xinhua said, it said 
Premier Li Peng issued a 
statement expressing sympathy 
and concern for the victims. 

The quake Was centred in Y un- 
nan’s Lancang and Menglian 
counties, about 390 kilometres 
(240 miles) southwest or the 
provincial capital of Kunming.

Bush holds strong but 
dwindling lead over Dukakis 


WASHINGTON, Nov 7, 
(Reuter): The long presidential 
campaign wound down its final 
weekend in a flurry of rallies and 
political invective in the West 
with polls showing Republican 
George Bush still holding a 
strong, but dwindling lead over 
Democrat Michael Dukakis. 

Despite predictions of victory 
by a wide margin in the vital 
electorate vote. Bush seemed 
testy, telling audiences in 
California if his opponent coul-’ 
dn’t stand the heat of an electoral 
campaign “he should get the hell 
out of the kitchen”. 

Dukakis discounted the polls, 
saying on US television: “We still 
have two very important days 
ahead of us.” 

Worried 

He asserted, “it isn’t the poll 
numbers I’m worried about at 
this point, it's the decisions that 
many people are going to make 
between now and when they go 
into the polling booths.” 

He had started his day by tell- 
ing a rally in Westminster, 
Colorado, “I smell victory in the 
air.” 


Bush campaign strategists said 
their man had a virtually unas- 
sailable lead in the state-by-slate 
electoral votes that will actually 
produce the winner — a con- 
clusion backed up by a variety of 
independent surveys. 

The candidates' wives also 
joined the fray. 

Kitty Dukakis, at a rally in 
Tacoma, Washington, accused 
Bush of lying. “On Nov 8, the 
American people will say no to 
that strategy,” she predicted. 

Planned 

Barbara Bush defended her 
husband, telling a television 
interviewer “I think we've run a 
wonderful campaign, and I'm 
really proud ofiL” 

Both candidates set their eyes 
on the Midwest today where the 
big electoral vote slates of Ohio, 
Michigan and Illinois are gen- 
erally rated too close to call. 

Bush appeared ahead in all 
three states, which account for 67 
of the 270 electoral votes needed 
to win the election, but Dukakis 
seemed within striking distance 
there. 


Both men were to stump in 
Ohio today and Bush planned to 
visit Michigan as well. 

Some polls say Dukakis has 
gained ground in the popular 
vote and an NBC/WaJI Street 
Journal poll, completed on 
Saturday, said the Democrat was 
just five percentage points 
behind Busn. 

But surveys by ABC/Washin- 
gton Post, CNN/USA today, 
and the Gallup poll put Bush's 
lead in the 10-to-12 point range. 
More importantly, a number of 
surveys said Bush had an enor- 
mous electoral vote advantage. 

The Washington Post said 
Bush had a clear edge or was 
leading in 33 states with 3)3elec- 
toral votes, while Dukakis held 
the lead in just six stales and the 
district of Columbia with 74 elec- 
toral votes. 

Eleven states with 161 elec- 
toral votes were loo close to call, 
the Post said. 

Under the indirect US system, 
the winner of the popular vole in 
a state lakes all of that slate's 
electoral votes. Altogether there 
are 538 electoral votes.

Soviets mark Revolution Day with low-key military parade 


MOSCOW, Nov 7, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union celebrated the 
71st anniversary of the 1917 Bol- 
shevik Revolution in a new style 
today, with fewer tanks and mis- 
siles and without icon-like por- 
traits of the ruling Politburo. 

The Red Square parade also 
contrasted with celebrations of 
recent years as Western ambas- 
sadors including US Charge 
d’ Affaires John M. Joyce atten- 
ded the event for the first lime 
since the 1979 Soviet interven- 
tion in Afghanistan. 

In traditional fashion Red 
Square was adorned with 
revolutionary' banners and a 


giant portrait of Lenin as Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev 
led his colleagues through driv- 
ing snow on to Lenin's 
mausoleum to view the military 
parade. 

Portraits 

But in apparent keeping with 
Gorbachev’s reforms the slogans 
which thousands of civilians 
brandished afterwards in organ- 
ised demonstrations concen- 
trated on economic 
achievements and calls for peace. 

Gone completely were the por- 
traits of the country's leaders 
which had been common under 


the late President Leonid Brezh- 
nev. Where once there were anti- 
American slogans, now there 
were US and Soviet flags side by 
side. 

The display of military hard- 
ware, lasting aboat five minutes, 
was one or the shortest and 
featured only 15 types of vehi- 
cles, two fewer than last year. In 
what the official Soviet news 
agency Tass died as a sign of 
Kremlin commitment to arms 
control, there were no strategic 
missile carriers. 

The speech by Defence Mini- 
ster Dmitry Yazov from atop the 
red and black granite 


mausoleum was also in line with 
the Kremlin’s “new thinking”. 
He endorsed co-operation with 
the West to preserve peace and 
solve world problems. 

Alarmed 

“The new political thinking, 
based on the priority of common 
human interests ... finds ever- 
growing understanding and sup- 
port among the world public and 
the leaders of many states,” Gen- 
eral Yazov declared. 

In a rare note of discord local 
Russiansin Estonia, alarmed at a 
revival in Estonian national feel- 
ing which has been backed by 


local communists, carried ban- 
ners criticising Republican Party 
leader Vaino Valjas, Estonian 
sources said. 

Parades in the southern 
republics of Central Asia and 
Transcaucasia, where the pace of 
reform appears slow, took on a 
more traditional character.

LAGOS, Nov 7, (Reuter): Slreet 
protests broke out in the north- 
ern Nigerian city of Sokoto yes- 
terday after the selection of a new 
spiritual leader for millions of 
Muslims, newspapers rep rated 
today. 

Crowds chanting “Bamu so” 
meaning “We don't want” in the 


Hausa language, greeted the 
news that millionaire Ibrahim 
Dasuki had become the 1 8th Sul- 
tan of Sokoto, the government- 
owned New Nigerian and other 
leading dailies said in reports 
from the city. 

Dasuki's appointment to the 
most revered traditional title for 


Nigerian Muslims, who say they 
account for about half the coun- 
try’s 100 million people, ended 
several days of confusion about 
the sultanate. But it was unclear 
today in Lagos, 1,000 kms (625 
miles) to the south, whether 
order had been restored in Sok- 
oto. 


The local assistant commis- 
sioner of police told Reuters to 
contact the Sokoto state military 
governor’s office. 

“I am not in a position to com- 
ment” the senior policeman said 
in a telephone interview. 

Dasuki’s appointment rever- 



sed an unofficial announcement 
last Thursday that Mohammadu 
Macddo had succeeded his late 
father. Sir Siddiq Abubakar died 
onTuesday aged 85 after 50 years 
as head of the Sokoto caliphate 
founded in 1804 by the Islamic 
warrior and teacher, Usman Dan 
Fodio. 


Ten killed in 
French 
train crash 

EPERNAY, France, Nov 7, 
(AP): A Luxembourg-Paris 
express train struck a mainten- 
ance wagon today in a small 
village station in northeastern 
France, derailing the locomotive 
and seven passenger _ cars and 
kilting 10 people, officials said. 

The train, carrying about 400 
passengers, crashed as it was pas- 
sing through Ay, a village just 
outside Epemay about 85 miles 
(140 kilometres) east of Paris. 

Officials at the prefecture in 
Epemay said in a statement that 
10 people were killed, including 
eight railroad employees work- 
ing on track maintenance. 

Six people were taken to the 
local hospital for treatment, and 
four others were less seriously 
injured, they said. 

Transport Minister Michel 
Delebarre and the head of the 
national railroad, Jean Costet, 
rushed to the scene. ’ 

The accident was the third 
fatal train crash of the year in 
France. An incoming train cra- 
shed into a stopped train on June 
27 at the Gare de Lyon station in 
Paris, killing 56 people. On Aug 
6, one person died when a train 
crashed in to a barrier aLthe Gare 

de L'est in Paris.

Israeli soldier 
stabbed to death 


MASSUA, West Bank, Nov 7, 
(Reuter): A Palestinian stabbed 
to death an Israeli soldier in the 
occupied West Bank today 
before being chased and shot 
dea d himself, an Army spokes- 
man said. 

The soldier was guarding the 
Jewish settlement of Massua in 
the Jordan valley about four km 
(three miles) from the Jordanian 
border when he was stabbed. 

Another soldier and a resident 
of Massua chased and shot dead 
the attacker, the spokesman said . 

It was the second attack on 
Israelis in eight days. Palestin- 
ians threw a petrol bomb at an 
Israeli bus last week, killing a 
woman and her three children. 

Residents said the Palestinian, 
Ahm ed Hussein Abdulla 
Basharat, 21, pulled out a knife, 
and stabbed the guard, Rabat 
David Danieli. several times 
after being ordered to show his 
identity card.

But after Herzog made the 
proposal, officials from both the 
rightist Likud and centre-left 
Labour parties said such a gover- 
nment was not realistic and pled- .

By law Herzog must designate 
the candidate with the broadest 
support in Parliament to form 
the government. He will consult 
all the parti«i this week before 
making a decision .

Sakharov arrives in US 


BOSTON, Nov 7, (Reuter): 
Soviet human rights campaigner 
Andrei Sakharov began his first 
trip to the United StaLes by 
remembering dissidents who he 
said are still being silenced. 

Sakharov, 67, made it clear 
when he arrived last night that he 
has not stopped his criticism of 
the Soviet Union's treatment of 
dissidents. 

“I feel it is my duty at this 
moment to remember" the many 
others still being punished in the 
Soviet Union for their dis- 
sidence, the Nobel peace laureate 
told reporters through an inter- 
preter. 

He is due to give a news con- 
ference today with colleagues in 


the International Fund for the 
Development and Survival of 
Humanity, a new private organ- 
isation working on disar- 
mament, environmental and 
human rights issues. 

During Sakharov's three- 
week visit, his first trip to the 
West, he will see relatives near 
Boston and attend a Washington 
conference for the fund. 

Two years after his own inter- 
nal exile in the closed city of 
Gorky ended, the nuclear physi- 
cist told reporters on his arrival 
he would only make a brief 
statement, saying he was grateful 
for the chance to travel to the 
United States.

NEW DTELHT, NbV ‘7; (AJP): 1 
Four sisters in southern India 
committed suicide because they 
were afraid their father could not 
raise enough money for their 
dowries, Indian news agencies 
reported yesterday. 

The sisters hanged themselves 
with their sarees from the ceiling 
of their home in Alappulli in the 
state of Kerala on Friday, the 
United News of India and the 
Press Trust of India reported. 

The four young women were 
worried about the financial 
problems their father, a police 
constable, had afterproviding a 


‘ do w rys f or their- ektes* sister; -the- 
news agencies said. 

The sisters — aged 25, 23, 21 
and 18 — took their lives while 
their father was away on duty 
and their mother was working in 
the family's rice paddy, accord- 
ing to the reports. 

Last February, three sisters 
between the ages of 18 and 22 
hanged themselves because of 
dowry problems in the northern 
state of Uttar Pradesh. 

Although India outlawed 
dowries in 1962, the practice of 
paying the groom's family is still 
widespread. 


Typhoon Skip 

MANILA, Nov 7, (AP): 

Typhoon Skip hit the central 
Philippine islands today with 
175 -kilometrc per-hour winds. 
Storm warnings were posted in 
Manila as the capital braced for 
the second typhoon in two 
weeks. 

Mudslides and flooding from 
torrential rains forced thousands 
of people to evacuate their 
homes, and high waves sank a 
freighter in port. 

Skip came ashore early today 
on Samar Island, about 655 
kilometres southeast of Manila, 
and was heading northwest at 22 
kilometres per hour, the govern- 
ment weather service said.

Gandhi, who protested the

60,000 Iranian

NICOSIA, Nov 7, (Reuter): Iran 
has said that 60,000 members of 
its basij volunteer force were 
killed during the eight-year war 
with Iraq — almost half its total 
number of military dead. 

Mohammad Ali Rahmani, 
head of the basij unit in the 
Islamic Revolutionary Guards 
Corps, said four million basij 
volunteers served at the war front 
“offering 60,000 martyrs during 
eight years of sacred defence.” 

Rahmani was quoted by the 
Iranian news agency IRNA, 
which reported in September 
that 123,200 Iranian military 
personnel were kS led in the war 
and 11,000 civilians died in air. 
attacks.. 

-The ' basij ■ and —other 
, Revolutionary Guard, unite bore 
the brunt of the fighting. The 
regular Army, purged of its sen- 
ior officers after the downfall of 
the Shah in 1979, was often 
relegated to a supporting role. 

The basij frequently spear- 
headed the near-suicidal 
“human wave” attacks which 
characterised many Iranian 
offensives early in the war. 


Newhouse dies 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov 7, (AP): 
Norman N. Newhouse, who hel- 
ped build the world's largest 
privately held communications 
empire, including 26 newspapers 
across the United States, died 
yesterday after a long illness. He 
was 82. 

Funeral services were to be 
held on Wednesday in New York 
city. 


French girls to be freed soon 


BEIRUT, Nov 7, (AP): The 
Palestinian faction led by Abu 
Nidal said it was taking “positive 
steps” to free two French girls 
held captive nearly a year. It also 
disassociated itself from the dis- 
appearance of a Belgian doctor. 

The girls, Marie-La ure, 6, and 
Virgiaie, 5, and their mother, 
Jaqueline Valente, 30, were 
among five Belgian and three 
French captives seized by 
guerrillas from the French yacht 
Silfco last Nov 8 off the occupied 
Gaza Strip. 

"Our movement asserts that it 
has taken positive steps to free 
the two girls, Marie-Lame and 
Virgmie, who are getting all care 
and attention ana are in good 
health,” the Fatah-Revolution- 
ary Council said. 

The statement was released in 
Beirut.

Police said they had no infor- 
mation on his disappearance. 
But a group that runs the camp 
said in May that Cools was kid- 
napped by unidentified gunmen 


at a road junction near Tyre. It 
gave no details. 

There were recent reports in 
Beirut that the faction holding 
Cools was asking for S5 million 
ransom to free him, but neither 
the police nor the Belgian 
embassy could confirm that. 

French mediator Lucien Bit- 
terlin, president of the French 
Arab Solidarity Association, 
made several trips to Lebanon in 
response to an FRC request to 
negotiate the release of the hos- 
tages. His efforts yielded no 
results. 

It accused Israeli intelligence 
of misleading the Belgian auth- 
orities and of diverting their 
attention from the hostage issue.

His wife, Cresteta, was arres- 
ted today during a raid on their 
Quezon city home in which 
police seized weapons, a personal 
computer and bank books for 
accounts totalling 1.5 million 
pesos (575,000), officials said.

Capegsan, 42, told reporters at 
apohee station- he had- gooe ioi 
r the airport -to. see off his father- 1 
in-law, Lorenzo Mercado, who 
was on his way to California. 
Capegsan denial he planned to 
leave the country. 

Capt. Florenio Angeles, who 
made the arrest, said Capegsan 
dropped off his wife and father- 
in-law at the departure terminal 
and then drove his car to a nearby 
parking lot, where he was taken 
into custody.

storm Colombo jail 


COLOMBO, Nov 7, (Reuter): 
Twelve prisoners died today 
when police commandos stor- 
med a Sri Lankan jail whose 
inmates had briefly seized it. 
police and hospital sources said. 

Ten of Lbe prisoners died as 
about 20 commandos with guns 
blazing regained control of 
Wehkade jail in Colombo and 
two others died in hospital. 

About 25 other prisoners were 
wounded and 10 of them were in 
serious condition, the hospital 
sources said. 

Prison employees said the 
commandos surprised the 1,500 
rioting inmates by getting in at 
the back of the prison. 

Incident 

“We heard shots and after 30 
minutes it was apparently over 
because the Army and police 
later came in. The prisoners were 
on their own in the compound for 
about two hours before that,” 
said one employee. 

Senior military officials and 
the prison superintendent 
declined to comment on the 
incident. 

Inmates at WelikadeJiave 
either been convicted or are on 


Prison employees said the 
inmates refused to return to their 
cells after their routine morning 
tasks and unarmed warders 
derided to leave them on their 
own in the compound. 

The prisoners ransacked the 
three-storey building with iron 
rods, stones, crowbars and clubs. 
Before the commandos moved 
in, they tried to break open the 
main gate and jump over the 10- 
foot (three-metre) wall but were 
driven back by police firing tear 
gas.

National pact 
signed in 
Tunisia 


TUNIS, Nov 7, (Reuter): Tun- 
isian politicians marked 
President Zinc Al Abidine Ben 
Ali's first anniversary in power 
today by signing a national pact 
enshrining the principle of mul- 
tiparty democracy. 

The leaders of Tunisia's six 
recognised parties, as well as 
trade unionists and a represen- 
tative of the unrecognised 
Islamic Tendency Movement 
(MT1 ), put their signal ures to the 
14-page document al Ben Ali’s 
palace in the suburb of Carthage. 

The President attended the 
ceremony but it was the 
secretary-general of the ruling 
Rassemblement Consitutionnel 
Democratique, Abderrahim 
Zouari, who signed on his behalf. 

Ben Ali deposed Habib Bour- 
guiba. Tunisia's president for 
more than 30 years, on Nov 7, 
1987. on Lhe grounds of senility. 

The national pact, which all 
the parties have been helping to 
draft since September, says, 
“The stale must guarantee basic 
freedoms such as ... the freedom 
to form associations and 
political parties, provided these 
freedoms are practiced within 
the scope of the law.” 

“The only restrictions the law 
should impose should be to 
guarantee the fundamentals of a 
democratic society, public 
security and the rights of others,” 
it adds. 
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Stalled peace talks resume 


GEN EVA, Nov 7, (Reuter): Iran 
and Iraq today embark on a 
second week of talks aimed at 
securing a permanent peace set- 
tlement but with their positions 
on key issues still wide apart. 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, who returned 
to New York at the weekend 
after chairing a week of appa- 
rently fruitless negotiations, said 
before leaving he had told his 
representative to report to him 
no later than Nov 16. 

Needed 

This gives Sweden's UN envoy 
Jan Eliasson, who is scheduled to 
chair a full ministerial session in 
the afternoon, little over a week 
in which to achieve progress on a 
troop withdrawal and an 
exchange of prisoners. 

Despite a warning from Perez 
dc Cuellar that the Aug 20 


ceasefire was fragile and that 
concessions were needed the two 
countries appear entrenched in 
their positions on these two key 
issues. 

Iraq has suggested an 
immediate release and repatria- 
tion of an estimated 100,000 
prisoners of war (POWS), saying 
this. was 8 pressing humanitarian 
issue which should be considered 
separately from the peace talks. 

Iran has responded by saying it 
is ready to repatriate some 1,500 
wounded POWs but has refused 
a major exchange until Iraq with- 
draws its troops from occupied 
Iranian territory. 

“Withdrawal is the key 
element for progress,” Iranian 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati told reporters before 
yesterday's one-day break in the

Ministers discuss 
security co-operation 


RIYADH. Nov 7. (KUNA'): 
Interior ministers of the six GCC 
countries met here today to dis- 
cuss security co-operation bet- 
w cen their su les and to co-ordin- 
ate the light against terrorism 
and drug trafficking. 

The ministers are holding their 
seventh conference si nee the Gulf 
Co-operation Council came into 
being in 1981. They will refer 
their recommendations to the 
ninth annual GCC summit plan- 
ned for December in Bahrain. 

Reports 

The agenda includes reports 
from GCC security committees 
on civil defence, criminal inves- 
tigations and airport security, 
according to conference sources. 

The gathering brought 
together interior ministers and 
security officials from Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait. Bahrain. 
Oman. Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates. 

Saudi Interior Minister Prince 
Naycf Bin Abdul-Aziz, who is 
chairing the meelings. told his 
GCC counterparts in an opening 


address: “Our responsibility is to 
provide a security situation 
where it will be possible to streng- 
then other aspects of co-opera- 
tion between the GCC countries 
in political, economic and social 
areas." 

Despite the stability and mas- 
sive economic development in 
the region, the GCC countries 
are facing domestic and external 
“factors" that call for stronger 
co-operation between them, he 
said. 

He did not elaborate, but was 
possibly referring to security dis- 
turbances in recent years related 
to the I ran -Iraq war which ended 
with a ceasefire last August. 

Since 1983. many subversive 
bomb attacks were carried out in 
Kuwait while Iranian pilgrims 
bloodily rioted during the haj 
seasop in Saudi Arabia in 1987. 

The Saudi minister added that 
organised crimes like drug smug- 
gling and terrorism often have 
international and political facets 
which compound problems and 
call for greater co-operation. 


The troop withdrawal and 
POW issues emerged as the latest 
obstacles to success in the 
negotiations which began on 
Aug 25, five days after a UN- 
brokered ceasefire ended eight 
years of fighting. 

The two sides clashed early in 
the talks on Iraq’s demand that 
the Shatt Al Arab waterway, its 
only access to the sea, be cleared 
of war debris and made naviga- 
ble again. 

•Iran maintains that any dredg- 
ing must take place under the 
provisions of a 1975 treaty whidh 
split sovereignty over the water- 
way. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein tore up the treaty shortly 
before sending his troops into 
Iran in September 1980. Tehran 
says the treaty was repudiated 
unilaterally and is still valid. 


Undersecretary 
meets Americans 

KUWAIT, Nov 7, (KUNA): 
Kuwaiti undersecretary of the 
Commerce and Industry Minis- 
try Abdulla Al Haznad today met 
with US Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of Trade Robert Pines 
and the director of the US Trade 
Bureau for Near-East Affairs 
Thomas Sass. 

The two sides reviewed trade 
relations between Kuwait and 
the US and means of promoting 
them, an official source at the 
Ministry of Commerce said.

French minister 
says submarine 
sale postponed 

RIYADH, Nov 7, (AP): French 
Defence Minister JTean-Pierre 
Chevenement said on Sunday 
that the sale of French sub- 
marines to Saudi Arabia is under 
consideration but any purchase 
has been “postponed for the 
moment ” 

Chevenement, speaking at a 
news conferene on the second 
day of a visit to the kingdom, did 
not elaborate. But he added that 
“other fields of co-operation 
exist" 

“There are many fields for 
French-Saudi co-operation, but 
it is up to the Saudis to comment 
on these subjects," he said. 

Chevenement arrived on 
Saturday at the invitation of the 
Saudi Defence Minister Prince 
Sultan amid reports that the kin- 
gdom was preparing to conclude 
fresh deals to boost its budding 
Navy by buying six to eight sub- 
marines from France. 

Front-runner 

France has been considered a 
front-runner among six Western 
European states who submitted 
bids when the kingdom announ- 
ced a tender for jsubmarmes more 
than two years ago. 

France signed a naval support 
agreement with Saudi Arabia 
two years ago. The agreement 
included a S3.45 billion deal for 
four frigates, 24 Dauphin 
helicopters and two Atlantique- 
1 1 maritime patrol aircraft. 

In 1984, France also con- 
cluded a $4 billion contract to 
supply a sophisticated anti-air- 
craft missile system to Saudi 
Arabia.

He added that he will tour 
medical centres in Hungary to 
get acquainted with the standard 
of treatment and facilities there.

Since 1979, carpet and furnishings traders were the only 
businesses still using the yard as a measurement when metric 
topes became mandatory in textile shops and tor land registration. 
The carpet businessmen were exempted because their import 

orders were In yards. . 

The directorate's Inspectors have begun inspecting the carpet 
and furnishing businesses to enforce the metric system.

After protests against arming rebels 

Afghan treaty may 
be torn to pieces

UNITED NATIONS. (AP): The 
Soviet announcement on Friday 
that it was suspending its troop 
uithdrawal from Afghanistan 
culminated months of Soviet 
protests against the arming of 
.Afghan rebels by Pakistan and 
the United Slates. 

The action could mark an 
unravelling of the carefully craf- 
ted UN Afghanistan agreement 
signed last April in Geneva by the 
Soviet Union, the United Slates, 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

That agreement was hailed as 
the United Nations’ first victory 
in the resolution of regional con- 
fl ids in many years and a sign 
that the Soviet Union was trying 
to extricate itself from regional 
conflicts worldwide. 

Among its provisions, the 
agreement called for withdrawal 
of Soviet troops and non-inter- 
ference by foreign governments 
in Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

A Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said on Friday in 
Moscow that the troop withdr- 
awal was suspended because of 
heavy rebel attacks. He indicated 
the Soviet Union might not meet 
the Feb 1 5 withdrawal deadline if 
die attacks continue. 

Arming 

The United Slates proudly 
acknowledges arming the 
Muslim rebels and denies it is 
violating the Afghanistan 
agreement. It accuses the Soviets 
of violating the pact by aiding the 
Kabul government and. most 
recently, by providing SS- 1 Scud 
missiles. 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, currently in 
Geneva for Iran-Iraq talks, had 
not yet seen the Moscow report 
and had no immediate comment, 
according to UN officials in New 
York. 

UN diplomats said the 
development indicated that 
some may have overestimated 
the Soviet determination to with- 
draw from Afghanistan, end an 
unpopular war and cut its losses 
at any cost, despite provocative 
rebel attacks. 

The postponement was the 
clearest of many Soviet 
statements to date that contin- 
ued arming of anti -government 
.Afghan rebels by Pakistan and 


the United States would not be 
tolerated and could jeopardize 
the withdrawal schedule. 

Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze has made 
several statements protesting 
Pakistani aid Lo the rebels, which 
he said violated the Geneva 
agreement The rebels do not 
recognise the Geneva agreement 
Violations 

Shevardnadze had said that if 
violations and aid to the rebels 
continue, the Soviet Union could 
be forced to reconsider and pos- 
sibly extend its withdrawal 
schedule. 

In September, Shevardnadze 
told reporters that the Soviets 
completed the first phase of their 
withdrawal but not started the 
second part. 

“Let's wait and see," he said, 
“It is necessary to stop the viola- 
tions that take place.” 

He told the General Assembly: 
"as soon as Soviet troops began 
to withdraw, a non-stop produc- 
tion line of violations was set in 
motion.” 

He also appealed to the five 
permanent members of the 
Security Council to discuss viola- 
tions of the withdrawal 
agreement. The five are the 
United States, Britain, China, 
France and the Soviet Union. 

Under the UN-mediated 
Afghanistan agreement, the 
Soviet Union agreed to withdraw 
half of its 100,000 troops from 
Afghanistan by Aug 15 and the 
remainder by Feb 15. 

Certified 

The UN observer group of 50 
soldiers certified the Soviet 
pullout, but the Soviet com- 
plained — on the day that UN 
peacekeepers won the Nobel 
peace prize — that the group was 
doing a poor job and not inves- 
tigating violations of the 
agreement such as the arming of 
rebels. 

The agreement also required 
non-interference by Afghanistan 
and Pakistan in each other's 
internal affairs. 

The Soviet Union and Afgh- 
anistan say the arming of rebels 
by Pakistan and the United 
States violates the agreement. 
Pakistan says an end to arms 
supplies lo the rebels depends on 
a Soviet halt to arming Afghan 
government. 


Visit to Poland 


Thatcher walked 
diplomatic tightrope

LONDON. (Reuter): Margaret 
Thatcher ended one of her most 
delicate foreign journeys as Brit- 
ish prime minister on Friday, 
talking a diplomatic tightrope 
during a three-day visit lo 
Poland. 

Aides said Thatcher had been 
extremely touched by her recep- 
tion. notably on her last day in 
Gdansk, stronghold of the out- 
lawed Solidarity union where 
icns of thousands of people gave 
her a tumultuous welcome. 

British hopes that her long and 
frank talks with Poland's com- 
munist leaders would pay 
disidends for both bilateral ties 
and relations between Eastern 
and Western Europe were boos- 
ted when Polish leader Wojeiech 
Jaruzelski made a surprise air- 
port appearance to bid her fare- 
well. 

Talks 

Thatcher's third official trip 
behind the Iron fcunain, follow- 
ing visits to Hungary in 1 984 and 
the Soviet Union last year, took a 
familiar theme in her talks and a 
banquet speech: Emulate 

capitalism, loosen political 
•.hackles and watch democratic 
reform reap economic reward. 

But the fledgling reforms 
Jaruzelski and the month-old 
government of Prime Minister 
VJieczyslaw Rakowski have ten- 
tatively embarked on barely start 
Poland down the long road 
espoused by Thatcher and the 
message she brought was not 
what they wanted to hear. 

Jaruzelski had even gone to the 
extent of warning Thatcher, in a 
British television interview on 
the day she arrived, not Lo med- 
dle in Poland’s internal affairs. 

What they were hoping for. 
promises ofhelp toease the coun- 
try chronic 537 billion debt bur- 
den. she resolutely refused to 
pledge. 


Even worse, her programme 
was heavily weighted in its 
emphasis on Solidarity. She laid 
wreaths at memorials to people 
killed by state forces and publicly 
praised the movement, locked in 
a fresh confrontation with the 
authorities, as a vital ingredient 
of Polish life with which the 
government must deal. 

Her visit to Gdansk, where she 
met Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa, was an emotional climax 
to her three-day slay. 

Thatcher blinked back tears at 
a church ceremony in the north- 
ern seaport, where a packed con- 
gregation including grizzled 
shipyard workers in blue overalls 
raised their hands in V-for- vic- 
tory signs and sang: “God give us 
back free Poland." 

“I had to come and feel the 
spirit of free Poland for myself," 
she told the supporters of a peo- 
ple's movement whose defiance 
of the government sparked mar- 
tial rule in 2 98 1 . 

Thatcher later told a Warsaw 
news conference that Poland's 
problems were formidable, but 
that the way ahead was for the 
government and Solidarity to get 
together. 

Opposition 

“We regard Solidarity as 
going far beyond being simply a 
trade union. It is an expression 
and focus of opposition in this 
country and it is a very, very 
important group of people.” she 
said. 

Polish government spokes- 
man Jerzy Urban said the gov- 
ernment already linked political 
and economic reform as 
advocated by the forthright 
Thatcher, but was sceptical 
about her argument that econ- 
omic aid should only come after 
democratic reform. 

Interviewed on Polish telev- 
ision. Thatcher said another pur- 
pose of her twice-delayed trip 
had been “to link hands across 
the divide between Eastern and 
Western Europe." 


Help for guerrillas fighting leftist regimes 

Reagan doctrine leaves its marks

WASHINGTON: Support for 
armed insurgents fighting Third 
World leftist regimes which came 
to power by force is a hallmark of 
the Reagan era. 

The so-called “Reagan doc- 
trine” is not enshrined in any 
official policy document. 
Rather, says Christopher Leh- 
man, a former special assistant to 
President Reagan for national 
security affairs, it is “an agreed 
upon, region by region, pro- 
active approach designed to res- 
toredemocracy and then to make 
it work. 

“A dearly-understood intent 
of administration policy 
deliberations was the desire to 
make things difficult for the 
Soviets and their proxies — to 
burn their fingers and make the 
cost of remaining prohibitive," 
he concludes. 

And, after a span of nearly 
right years, the “Reagan doc- 
trine” appears to have left its 
mark: 

• A withdrawal of Soviet 
troops, which have propped up 
the communist Kabul govern- 
ment for nearly 8 years, is well 
under way in Afghanistan. 

• The principle of withdrawal of 
the 45,000 to 50,000 Cuban 
troops that have supported the 
Angolan government has been 
tentatively accepted by Angola, 
Cuba, and South Africa. 

• In Kampuchea, the occupying 
Vietnamese have proposed a 
pullout of 50,000 of their 1 20,000 
troops by year's end. 

• And die Sandinista regime in 
Nicaragua has grudgingly ackn- 
owledged it cannot avoid a min- 
imal dialogue with the United 
States- backed Contra rebels. 

Concessions 

Stanislav Levchenko, 

Sovietologist and former KGB 
active-measures officer, believes 
Soviet concessions will go fur- 
ther. 

“The Afghan withdrawal is 
certain, anal am convinced the 
Cubans will be ordered by the 
Soviets out of Angola. Some- 
thing will be started in (Kampu- 
chea), and I wouldn't be surpr- 
ised if, by the end of the year, we 
see a reduction in Soviet support 
for Nicaragua," Levchenko 


says. “(Soviet leader Mikhail) 
Gorbachev is reformulating 
Soviet foreign policy to undo the 
misjudgements of the Brezhnev 
era.” 

So, are we seeing a vindication 
of President Reagan's robust, 
though controversial policies, 
toward these Third World hot 
spots? 

The answer is mixed. Most 
observers agree that US support 
has indeed played a major rolein 
forcing change in Afghanistan. 

But in Kampuchea, US sup- 
port for the rebel coalition and 
thus its overall impact has been 
minimal. The situation in 
Nicaragua is far from positive 
from Washington's perspective. 
And while an Angolan political 
settlement looms on the horizon, 
it is still vulnerable to the fluctua- 
tions of wider southern African 
developments. 

Some individuals and groups 
protest passionately that, 
whatever the overall gains of the 
policy, the h uman cost has sim- 
ply been too high. Without the 
escalation of military operations 
made possible by American sup- 
port, they assert, the toll of lives 
would have been much lower. 

Modify 

According to some, a far better 
alternative would have been to 
let normal economic and 
political evolutionary trends 
modify the Marxist-Leninist 
regimes in Nicaragua and 
Angola without armed Western 
interference. But few of these 
sources say that such a policy 
would wont in Afghanistan or 
Kampuchea. 

To be sure, the end result of 
current trends toward com- 
promise in these areas is by no 
means a “done deal.” And even if 
these trends continue, experts 
agree the picture is not uniformly 
rosy: 

First, as Soviet concessions are 
offered, differences in goals bet- 
ween the US and some of the 
insurgent forces are emerging. 

Regarding Afghanistan, 
Washington officials say they 
would essentially be satisfied by

the withdrawal of Soviet forces 
and a neutralist coalition that 
included the current communist 
regime. But most mujahedeen 
want a total takeover; and some 
wish for a radical fundamentalist 
state. 

In Angola, the withdrawal of 
Cuban troops and Soviet adv- 
isers in exchange for South 
African concessions is primary 
for the US. But leaders of 
UNIT A (the National Union for 
the Total Independence of 
Angola) say they will continue, 
regardless, lo fight for a coalition 
government in which they have a 
prominent role. 

Second, even when Soviet- 
backed governments may be 
shattered, regional specialists 
say successor regimes will not 
necessarily be pro-Western: 

• In Afghanistan, what could 
well occur is a takeover by 
Muslim fundamentalists, with 
policies akin to Iran. 

• In Kampuchea, the two non- 

comm unsit anti-regime 

movements could easily be over- 
whelmed by their coalition part- 
ner — the hated but powerful 
communist Khmer Rouge. The 
Khmer Rouge was responsible 
for an estimated 1 milli on deaths 
when it was in power between 
1975tol979. 

• In Angola, UNIT A has yet to 
prove its proclaimed willingness 
to co-exist in a peaceful coalition 
with its current enemies. 

Third, similar differences are 
emerging between the US and 


regional regimes which support 
the insurgents. 

The latter typically entertain 
more far-reaching goals than 
Washington. Pakistan, for ins- 
tance, is concerned not solely 
with a Soviet withdrawal, but • 
also with having a compatible 
neighbour in Afghanistan. 

South Africa clearly wishes for 
an Angolan regime that will 
tacitly accommodate Pretoria's 
regional agenda. And China's 
long support of the Khmer 
Rouge. is unlikely to be readily 
discarded, despite US pressures 
to do so. 

Many analysts see the diver- 
gent goals between the regional 
players and Washington carry- 
ing the seeds of possible friction. 

Support 

While Western military and , 
monetary support to insurgents , 
in the Third World has helped j 
motivate Soviet flexibility, 
experts say it is not the sole 
ingredient. 

They point to a medley of 
other factors: 

Gorbachev’s apparent aim of 
defusing regional tensions in 
order to obtain Western conces- 
sions on major strategic issues; 
disillusionment about the value 
of its Third World adventures; 
Moscow's need to remedy its 
economic weaknesses; Chinese 
pressures; and the resistance 
movements themselves. 

In an article in the May 1988 
edition of the Soviet magazine. 
Literary Gazette, criticizing 
Brezhnev-era failures, Vya- 
cheslav Dashichev writes: 

“There were no dear ideas of 
the Soviet Union's true national 
state interests. These interests in 
no way lay in chasing petty and 
essentially formal gains 
associated with leadership coups 
in certain developing countries." 

With a strong caution that 
conditions vary widely between 
areas, a former senior member of 
the National Security Council 
staff and “Reagan doctrine” 
supporter puts the balance of fac- 
tors motivating Soviet com- 
promises at 60-40 — with the 


larger proportion representing 
thepressures generated by visible 
US military and poll tical support 
given to the various resistance 
movements. t , ... 

Others count the balance dif- 
ferently, with greater weight 
given to internal factors in the 

Soviet Unton. 

Pressure 

Ex-KGB officer Levchenko 
asserts that American "pte&sun: 
was a catalyst, and expedited 
(concessions). But Gorbachev s 

motivation is primariiy rooted in 
his domestic economic 
problems.” 

Arkadi Shevchenko, former 
Soviet Undersecretary of the 
United Nations, stresses the 
importance to Moscow of 
improving relations with China. 

“If the Soviets and Vietnamese 
withdraw from Afghanistan and 
Kam puchea respectively. Mos- 
cow will have met two of the three 
conditions stipulated by the 
Chinese for a betterment in rela- 
tions,” Shevchenko says. “The 
only further issue,” he adds, “is 
that of militarization along the 
Soviet-Chinese border — and I 
suspect they will meet Chinese 
conditions there also.” 

What if the Gorbachev era 
proves short-lived, and a powe* 
shuffle in the Soviet Union 
brings conservative leadership 
disinclined to make further com- 
promises? 

While acknowledging that 
retrenchment is possible under 
such circumstances, Shevchenko 
joins many Kremlin-watchers in 
doubting that older patterns of 
aggressive behaviour would 
reappear soon: 

“The Soviets just can't afford 
another Cuba or Vietnam. I 
don't think most likely new 
leaders would go as far as Brezh- 
nev did," says Shevchenko. 

It is, in short, not one 
ingredient that is causing the 
trend, but several occurring 
simultaneously. 

Would the current situation 
differ, had no US support been 
given? The answers differ mark- 
edly. 


The Afghan resistance would 
have received assistance viaPak- 
istan from the Islamic world and 
probably China. But most 
qualified observers agree that the 
addition of generous Western 
assistance, including the US s 
surface-to-air Stinger missile, 
elevated the intensity of muja- 
hedeen activity to a point where 
the Soviets felt pain. 

As far as Angola is concerned, 
UNITA's designated secretary 
for foreign affairs, Tito Chin- 
gunji, says, “The results we are 
now seeing did not occur during 
the time when US support was 
absent. American supply of anti- 
air and anti-armour weapons 
was the turning point.” 

And an American ex- 


intelligence otneer wno Knows 
Angola well contends that heavy 
Soviet-Cuban air and ground 
support to the Angolan govern- 
ment in 1 984 and 1985 had pres- 
sed UNITA to the limit, before 
delivery of the US's Stinger mis- 
siles. 

In Kampuchea, the largest 
force fighting the Vietnamese- 
backed government is the Khmer 
Rouge, not the two non-com- 
munist factions modely backed 
by Washington and its Asian 
allies. 

Chinese support to the Khmer 
Rouge preceded Washington's 
role and would continue regard- 
less. According to US officials, 
the key effect of the latter has 
been largely to strengthen sligh- 
tly the hand of the conservatives 
within the resistance toward the 
Khmer Rouge. 

In Nicaragua, Contra suppor- 
ters agree the resistance could 
□ever have commenced large- 
scale activity without American 
support and motivation. 

Dearly. US support on the 
ground has drastically affected 
the course of battle in Afghanis- 
tan, Angola, and Nicaragua. The 
impact in Kampuchea has been 
modest, and the longevity of sup- 
port for the Contras is obviously 
a question mark.

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): 
Principal policy stances of 
George Bush and Michael Duk- 
akis: 

Economy 

Bush says Ronald Reagan's 
tax-cutting poUSidt E&tvb dSUtfJeg 
man era of prosperity! He v6ws 
more of the same, telling voters 
to “read ray Ops — no new 
taxes.” He proposes a freeze on 
overall federal spending to trim 
the budget deficit. He favours a 
sharp cut in the capital gains tax 
rate. 

Dukakis says Reagan's 
policies have favoured the rich. 
He vows to cut down on cor- 
porate mergers that make 
mil lions for speculators and to 
get tough with US trading part- 
ners. He promises to make 
“tough choices" to trim deficit 
but says tax increases would be a 
last resort. 

Defence 

Bush would press ahead with 
just about ail major arms 
programmes now under 
development including Reagan's 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI), the so-called Star Wars

anti-missile system. He has 
accused his rival of opposing vir- 
tually every weapons system 
since the slingshot and he equates 
Dukakis' policies with 
unilateral disarmament 
Dukakis says he will streng- 
then America's conventional 
forces. He opposes Star Wars 
and the MX and Midgetman 
nuclear missile programmes. He 
says there are limited funds for 
defence spending and that both

the United States and the Soviet 
Union have sufficient nuclear 
arsenals. 

Soviet Union 

Bush is sceptical of Soviet 
intentions and says “the cold war 
is not over.” But he also says he 
will seek an early summit with 
Gorbachev. He attributes Mos- 
cow's agreement to cuts in 
nuclear arms to the Reagan arms 
buildup, which be says signalled 
the Kremlin it could not gain 


military superiority. 

Dukakis counters the arms 
buildup was irrelevant and that 
Gorbachev shifted priorities 
be ^ i sfi^ q ^i nignial^p p q o tm c .- 
considerations. -He says he will 
challenge the- FCremlin io ptove 
itsgooa intentions. . .. / 

Domestic polities 

Bush, in philosophical break 
with Reagan's 1986 tax reform 
measure, proposes a variety of 
tax credits and tax preferences to 
boost savings, fund college 
education, encourage oil 
exploration and pay for child 
care. On issues such as health 
care, however, he opposes new 
federal rules and will rely on 
businesses to act voluntarily. 

Dukakis will use penalties and 
incentives to increase private 
expenditures to meet social needs 
in an effort to limit direct govern- 
ment spending. He will compel 
US businesses to offer health 
insurance to their workers, will 
provide federal child care assis- 
tance and has drawn upa college 
loan programme in which loans 
would be repaid through payroll 
deductions. 


Kennedy lives in emotions of millions

ARLINGTON, Virginia, (AP): 
Mesmerised by the commanding 
view of Washington from a hill 
atop Arlington National 
Cemetery. John Kennedy 
remarked in 1963 that he could 
slay there forever. Later that 
year, an assassin would strike 
him down, and he would be 
buried near the site he admired 
so. 

In a ci ty fi I led with mon uments 
and memorials, the Kennedy 
grave site, striking in its sim- 
plicity. remains to many the 
nation's most emotional symbol 
of life and death, ofhope and lost 
dreams, even 25 years after his 
violent death. 

“Kennedy's grave brings out a 
lot of emotions in people,” said 
Kem Childress, the cemetery's 
historian who was a second- 
grader when the president was 
gunned down in Dallas on Nov 
22. 1963. 

“A lot of memories come back . 
People don’t just remember Ken- 
nedy's assassination. They 
remember that whole period of 
their lives, their families, their 
friends. People tell me they 
remember smells, sounds.” 
Weep 

Adults weep openly at the 
grave. Admirers silently leave 
Jlowers on the granite bed. A 
blind woman, after visiting the 
cemetery dozens of times, cried 
when she “saw” it for the first 
time as she was allowed to run her 
fingers over the stones and feel 
the heat from the eternal flame. 

There's another eternal flame. 
It burns warmly in the memories 
of those who knew and served 
with Kennedy, friends and adv- 


isers who can visualise him still 
alive, still keeping a hand in the 
direction of his nation. 

“Without question, he would 
have continued to be an 
extremely active, public-spirited, 
heavily involved person in all 
matters that would have to do 
with social progress and world 
peace.” said Lawrence O'Brien, 
who served as the Kennedy 
White House's liaison to Con- 
gress. 

He recalls the late president 
occasionally referring to life after 
the White House — he would 
have been only 51 if he'd served 
the maximum eight years — and . 
the talk revolved around 
academic life, perhaps at his 
Alma Mater, Harvard Univer- 
sity. 

Instead, Harvard renamed its 
government school in Kennedy’s 
honour as a “living memorial” to 
the 35th president. 

Greatest 

Americans rank John F. Ken- 
nedy as the nation's greatest 
president, remembering him 
with a striking sense of loss a 
quarter-century after his assas- 
sination , a Media General- 
Associated Press poll has found. 

Slightly more than one-fifth of 
the 1 , 1 25 adults surveyed picked 
Kennedy as the greatest US 
President, more than named any 
OLher. Only Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Abraham Lincoln 
came close in popularity. 

David F. Powers, one of Ken- 
nedy's closest confidants from 
his first campaign for Congress 
to that tragic November day, 
envisioned a post-presidential 
Kennedy as a roving ambassador 
of sorts. 

Kennedy used to wonder why

former presidents “weren't put 
to better use,” according to 
Powers, who served as a special 
assistant to JFK. “I think Ken- 
nedy would have gone to the 
Soviet Union or wherever was 
necessary." 

Generals 

Childress recalls a delegation 
of Soviet generals visiting JFK's 
grave. In minute detail, they told 
where they were and what they 
were doing when they heard the 
news that the president, who had 
confronted their own leader over 
Cuba but later joined Nikita 
Khruschev in a nuclear test ban 
treaty, was dead. 

Like many Americans, they 
wondered what might have been. 

O'Brien and Powers doubt 
Kennedy would have run for 
political office after serving two 
presidential terms, but others 
wonder. 

“It's just possible he might 
have stayed in politics, going 
back to the senate,” said Dean 
Rusk, who served as Kennedy's 


Secretary of State. 

Author and former Kennedy 
aide Richard Goodwin agrees, 
saying that the late president 
would have followed the exam- 
ple of John Quincy Adams. The 
sixth president was the only one 
to return to a lower public office 
after serving in the white House. 
Adams served in the house for 18 
years after his single term as 
president 

“He would have run for office 
and would have stood for a con- 
tinuing voice on national affairs, 
and would now be the senior sen- 
ator from Massachusetts,” 
Goodwin said. Kennedy's youn- 
gest brother, Edward M. Ken- 
nedy, is the state's senior senator. 

Action 

“He talked about two things: 
A Kennedy library and writing, 
but that wasn't his life,” Good- 
win said, suggesting sucb 
academic pursuits were too 
sedentary for a man of action. 

McGeorge Bundy.Kennedy’s 
national security adviser during 
such tumultuous times as the Bay 
of Pigs and the Cuban missile 
crisis, took the idea of Kennedy 
holding public office after the 
presidency a step further. 

“He'd probably agree ‘with 
Ronald Reagan on exactly one 
subject: that the 22nd amend- 
ment is a nuisance,” Bundy said, 
referring to the constitutional 
amendment that limits 
presidents to two terms. “I think 
by now he'd be ready to try again. 
“If they had repealed the 22nd 
amendment, let's say five years, 
ago, this (election) might be 
Reagan vs. Kennedy,” he said. 
“It would be quite an encoun- 
ter." Kennedy would have been 
six years younger than Reagan. 


Army holds the key to 
Uganda’s political future

-KAMPALA, • (Renter): Mini- 
; .sters and civil servants at Ugan- 
’ <dan government headquarters 
know that the plans they are 
drafting for Uganda’s future 
depend very much on the Army. 

The success of those plans, 
which include a new constitution 
by 1990, depends partly on 
whether the National Resistance 
Army (NRA) can keep the fragile 
peace, the first since dictator Idi 
Amin was overthrown in 1979. 

Another question is how the 
Army reacts to such con- 
stitutional proposals as reducing 
the power of the president — 
possibly a first in Africa. 

“You can only have a change 
of power with tire consent of the 
Army," said one senior civil 
servant at the 11 -storey 
headquarters of the ruling 
National Resistance Movement 
(NRM). 

“It is the Army that will hand 
over power,” he said. 

The Army, acting as a guerrilla 
force, brought the NRM and 
President Yoweri Museveni to 
power in 1986 after five years of 
civil war in this East African 
state. 

Ungrateful 

“It would be, I think, 
ungrateful, and not only that, 
unrealistic, that broad reform be 
carried out without the backing 
of the Army” said Consti tutional 
Affairs Minister Sam Njuba. 

Njuba, an influential figure in 
the NRM, told Reuters that he 
felt the kind of reform 
M useveni's government contem- 
plates is almost without 
precedent in Africa. 

The NRM. wants to move 
away from the strong executive 
presidency enshrined in the 
current constitution. 


“That constitution vests a lot 
of power in the central authority, 
the head of state. T£at.is the 
problem with it,” Njuba said. 

He said he thought <his would 
be changed in Uganda's new con- 
stitution. 

Reduction 

Diplomats say the Army, a 
major voice in the provisional 
legislature, the National Resis- 
tance Council, might have 
reservations about a reduction in 
central control, especially if it 
meant less power for Museveni, 
NRA leader in its guerrilla days. 

“I think there is very dearly a 
feeling that it is not time to be 
worrying about constitutions 
and democracy until the security 
problem is completely resolved,” 
a Western diplomat said. 

The Army, which has grown 
from about 20,000 in 1986 to an 
estimated 50,000, has spent most 
of its time since the NRM took 
power fighting rebels. 

Move 

Even in the capital Kampala, 
soldiers with AK-47 rifles patrol 
the streets. 

Although an uneasy peace 
prevails in most of the rest of 
Uganda, United Nations' and 
foreign relief workers say they 
are unable to travel through large 
areas of the north. 

Remnants of Alice Lakwena's 
Holy Spirit Army — a group 
which fought NRA troops with 
stones, believing prayer meant 
bullets could not kill them — 
remain active around GuJu, the 
main dty in the north. 

The Ugandan Red Cross said 
it is unable to move more than 
five km (three miles) from the 
town of Soroti, further to tire 
east. 

Oxfam, the British charity, 
says as many as 500,000 people 
may be starving in the north.

SAO PAULO, (Reuter): When 
David opens the morning mail 
at the Butantan institute in Sao 
Paulo, he stands well back. 
Among the books and papers, 
the institute receives about 50 
of the world's most lethal 
snakes every day. 

But if David — he uses only 
one name — makes a false 
move, help is close at hand. 

Butantan, the biggest snake 
farm in the Americas, makes 
315,000 vials of snake bite 
antidote a year, enough to save 
the lives of nearly all 40,000 
Brazilians poisoned every year. 
Fewer than 200 of these victims 
die in an average year. 

The institute houses 57,000 
serpents and thousands of 
spiders and scorpions. Foun- 
ded 87 years ago, it has a hosp- 
ital which pioneered treatment 
of snake bites in Latin America. 

Each year Butantan receives 
thousands of snakes, mostly 
sent by farmers in Brazil who 
wish to contribute to its 
research and anti- venom 
production projects. 

"We get stacks of letters 
from people who want to send 
snakes. We send them a box 
and theyplacethemrigjhton the 
train or the plane," said Sylvia 
Lucas, head of the institute’s 
biology division. 

About 270 species of snakes, 
of which 70 are poisonous, 
inhabit Brazil's tropical forests 
and vast grasslands. Scientists 
believe only Australia has a 
greater ratio of dangerous 
snakes. 

In Brazil the most common 
poisonous serpents are the 
brown and white pitwhipper 
and rattlesnake, the red, white 
and black coral and the feared 
bush master, which maims its 
victims by twisting its 4. 5-metre

(13-foot) body around them. 

David, who has worked at 
the Butantan for 28 years, sorts 
out themail with alonghooked 
pole. His keen eye can differen- 
tiate between die so-called false 
coral, which is harmless, and 
the real one, which is deadly. 

The toxins that snakes 
release are complex proteins 
which cause adverse reactions 
in animals and humans when 
they enter their bloodstream or 
merely come in contact with 
their bodies. 

Poisonous snake bites cause 
serious swelling to the affected 
membrane. The pitwhipper 
may deform its victim’s arm or 
leg. Rattlesnake and coral 
poisons disturb the nervous 
system, causing dizziness, dou- 
ble vision and lethargy. 

Injected 

Death may result if an 
antidote is not injected within a 
few hours. Some farmers store 
antidote vials in their 
refrigerators. 

The vital Brazil hospital in 
Butantan treats about 3,000 
victims of snake bites each year. 
Since many people do not know 
what type of snake has attacked 
them, Butantan produces com- 
bination antidotes which are 
effective against more than one 
species. 

Hospital director Joao Luiz 
said that the most common vic- 
tims of snake bites in Brazil 
were poor rural workers who 
did not dress adequately for 
work in snake-infested fields. 

“In the United States there 
are 8,000 cases of snake bites a 


year and virtually all the vic- 
tims are bitten on the arm or 
hand — people who own 
snakes. In Braal, the accidents 
are on the foot and leg." he said. 

Lucas . said that as more areas 
of Brazil's frontier are 
ploughed forcrops, more snake 
accidents are likely. 

“When vast areas are opened 
up for one crop, rats are bound 
to come around. The snake's 
favourite dish is rat, so pretty 
soon they’ll be a lot of them. It’s 
a chain reaction,” she said. 

In Butantan’s three new 
snake cages — nicknamed 
Snake Hotels — about 50 
snakes live with special lighting 
and heating to keep them 
warm. 

They are fed once every 20 to 
30 days. One snake can gobble 
up five rats in virtually one 
gulp. 

The poison extracted from 
these mak es is transferred to a 
ranch where 800 horses are 
raised especially for producing 
antidote. 

The horses are periodically 
injected with highly-controlled 
doses of different snake 
poisons. Their body reacts to 
the poison by producing 
antibodies which neutralise its 
effects. 

These antibodies ultimately 
become the antidote used to 
save human lives. 

Though horses show 
extraordinary resistance to 
snake poison, they still suffer 
from the monthly injections 
and about 10 per cent of them 
die. 
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A worker at the Butaatan, the largest snake farm in the Americas 
bolds a so-called False Coral snake. The farm is borne to 57,900 
serpents. 


To reduce the risks to the 
horses and increase serum 
production, scientists from 
Butantan and Sao Paulo 
University are experimenting 
with gamma rays, which could 
diminish the toxidty of snake 
poison. 


“The horses suffer but 
nuclear treatment to reduce the 
toxicity of the snake poison 
would enable us to inject them 
with more poison but do less' 
barm,” said Jose Rogero, head 
of the university's research 
team.

THE first cinema hall, the AJ 
Sharqia Cinema, located 
behind the Amiri Hospilal. is a 
nostalgic reminder of the 
introduction of cinema to 
Kuwait. Now in ruins, it was 
once the home of entertain- 
ment for cinema buffs. 

Set up in 1954 by the Kuwait 
Cinema Company, it opened its 
• doors to the public by showing 
an Arabic film called Dearer 
Than My Eyes. 

Nearly aU films screened at 
AJ Sharqia were invariably 
box-office hits with tickets sold 
on the black market at exor- 
bitant prices. 

There were two daily shows 
at the cinema hall. Lhe first for 
women and the second for men. 

I was a little boy of seven or 
eight at that lime, frequenting 
the cinema with my cousins and 
brothers. I recall seeing several 
films, including an Arabic - 
feature entitled “Hamido," 
starring Farid Shawki and 
Huda Sultan. 

Badal was the first Hindi film 
to be shown at Al Sharqia, thus 
launching the trend of showing 
Hindi features, which were very 

popular among the film buffs in 

Kuwait. 

Several popular films w’ere 
shown like Shammi Kapoor's 
Laila Majnu. Pradeep Kumar's 
Nagin and two Raj Kapoor 
starrers “Barsaat" and “Boot 
Polish." 

To coincide with the 
premiere of one of the best 
Hindi films, “Mother India," 
AI Sharqia organised a simul- 
taneous opening in Kuwait in 
1957. Mother India won many 
honours for Nargis, who 
played the title role. Raaj 
Kumar and Sunil Dutt co- 
starred with the actress. During 
the making of Mother India, 
Nargis married Sunil Dull. 

Mother India became the 
last film to be shown at AI 
Sharqia. The cinema hall was 
shutdown due to the opening of 
two new cinemas — AI Hamra 
and AI Firdous.

AI Sharqia was eventually 
demolished, but its re mains still 
exist, like the silver screen 
which stands proudly among 
the ruins of the once bustling 
cinema hall. 

Before the advent of video, 
cinema was extremely popular 
with a large following among 
the Kuwaitis and expatriates. 
Some of the best movies of the' 
early 1960s were shown at the 
two new cinemas. 

AJ Hamra opened with Vic- 
tor Mature's film entitled The 
Egyptian. This was followed by 
the first cinemascope film The 
Robe, starring Richard Bur- 
ton. The sequel to The Robe, 
Demetrius and the Gladiators, 
was also screened. In the sequel, 
Victor Mature co-starred with 
Susan Hayward. Richard Bur- 
ton appeared in a flashback 
sequence in which Jesus was 
crucified. 

Spectacular movies were 
shown those days like Steve 
Reeves' Giant of Marathon. 
Hercules Unchained, Hercules 
and the Queen of Lydia, Mor- 
gan the Pirate and Duel of the 
Titans, also known as Romulus 
and Remus, co-starring Gor- 
don Scott and Egyptian actor 
Ahmed Ramzi. 

Other memorable movies

shown at AI Hamra were Helen ■ 
of Troy starring Jacques Ser- 
nas, Rossana Podesta; Maciste, 
featuring Mark Forest; Jour- 
ney to the Centre of the Earth, 
20,000 Leagues Under the Sea, 
Green Mansion; The Time 
Machine; War of the Worlds; 
The Sundowners and The Lost 
World. The last film earned a 
fortune for the KCC. 

In 1963, a historical film 
called The Longest Day was 
screened. The multi-star cast of 
40 actors included John 
Wayne, Henry Fonda, Sean 
Connery, Robert Mi tchum, Sal 
Mineo and Richard Burton. 

AI Firdous Cinema was 
reserved for showing two type 
of films; Indian and Tarzan 
movies. Some of the best Tar- 
zan films were shown between 
]960 and .1964. 

The biack and white Hindi ' 
film hits were screened in the 
early Sixties in AI Firdous. 

Some films were shown 
simultaneously in two cinemas 
— AI Hamra and AI Firdous. 
One that comes to mind is the 
spectacular Dilip Kumar- 
Vyjayantimafa starrer Gunga 
Jamuna. 

Horror films were shown 
occasionally by KCC. The 
Black Scorpion was shown at 


AI Firdous (1960); The 
Innocents (1963) and Torture 
Garden (1964) at AI An dal us. 

In 1961 some English 
features were also screened al 
AI Firdous. Some memorable 
movies were Richard Todd's 
The Hellions; Robert Mit- 
rh urn's Night of the Hunter 
and George Montgomery's 
The Black Patch. 

In 1962, Fury River and its 
sequels Mission of Danger and 
Frontier Rangers were shown 
at Al Hamra. Buddy Ebsen and 
Keith Larsen co-starred in all 
the three films 

Al Andalus screened several, 
box-office hits including Two 
Women with Sophia Loren and 
French actor Jean Paul Bel- 
mondo; The Third Secret with 
Stephen Boyd and The Guns of 
Navarone and others. 

The showing of Marlon 
Brando's movie. The God- 
father, marked the opening of 
Al Salmiya Cinema. 

Video has brought movies 
into the drawing room but the 
charm of seeing them on the big 
screen still takes many a film 
buff to the cinemas, which are 
now more or less deserted, but 
patronised by a few regular cin- 
ema fans.

The place to go is an MTV, a 
video club where you can watch 
pirated movies in the comfort 
of a private room. 

For the equivalent of S3, a 
wide choice of movies — from 
the classics to thelatest bits — is 
available. 

Taiwan's expert copy-cats 
have turned their attention 
from fake watches and hand- 
bags to films. 

Hollywood is not applaud- 
ing. 

Illegal 

“This spring, the kids were 
all watching pirated versions of 
Crocodfle Dundee H, while my 
official copy was locked up in 
customs," fumed Frank ran, 
Taiwan agent for America’s 
movie industry. 

“We consider MTVs to be 
illegal operations that should 
be eliminated," said Fan, who 
represents among others, 
MGM, Paramount, United 
Artists and Universal Pictures. 

Despite legal action, massive 


advertising campaigns and 
diplomatic pressure. America's 
movie mogul* seem to be losing 
out to Taiwan’s small-time 
showmen. 

MTVs began in the early 
1980s as coffee shops that 
attracted customers by show- 
ing dips from the US cable 
music video channel MTV. 

Business boomed, and they 
soon began showing feature- 
length films. There are now tens 
of thousands of MTVs, some 
capable of seating hundreds of 
patrons. 

Taiwan’s many under- 
ground copying operations 
keep MTVs stocked with up- 


keep MTVs stocked with up- 
to-date films by churning out 
thousands of illegal copies 
from master videotapes smug- 
gled in from the United States. ' 

Some low-budget pirates 
even sneak recording equip- 
ment into cinemas to copy the 
films directly off the screen . 

For only a fraction of the 
official retail cost, MTV 
owners can obtain films, which 
are then shown at huge profit to 
Taiwan's star-struck youth. 

“Taiwan is so small and 
crowded, there are few places 
where young people can go to 
be alone," said Paul Huang, 


bead of Videogram Control at 
Taiwan’s government informa- 
tion office. _ 

“The market demand lor 
these things is huge," Huang 
said. 

Despite fears that the dark- 
ness and privacy offered by 
MTVs could encourage young- 
sters to emulate the steamy love 
scenes on the screen, the gover- 
nment decided in May to bow 
to market pressure and legalise 

the operations. 

Outraged 

The motion picture compan- 
ies were outraged, saying the 
government was _ ignoring 
grand larceny by Taiwan’s film 
bandits. 

“Our calendar year income 

in 1987 was 32 percent less than 

in 1986, largely because of 
MTVs,” Fan said, adding that 
the total loss ran more than S5 

milli on. 

In an effort to protect film 
copyrights in Taiwan, a group 
of American film studios last 
■year set up The Foundation for 
the Protection of Film and 
Video Works. 

The foundation has run a 
massive advertising blitz to try 
to persuade Taiwan movie 


buffs that MTVs are not a good ; 
idea. But thecampaign has long ] 
way to go. . 

“There is no traditional con- 
cept of copyright in Chiipe 
culture.” said Chen Li-Hui, a 
member of the copyright com- 
mittee at the Interior Ministry. 

“For thousands of years, 
we've believed that if you copy 
someone it means you respect 
them." 

The latest round of US- 
tTaiwan copyright talks are 
scheduled for Taipei this 
month and Taiwan has 
promised it will be stricter on 
copyright rules. 

US film companies were 
shocked in July , however, when 
a Taiwan court ruled that 
screening a movie at an MTV 
did not constitute a 'public 
showing*. 

Few MTV owners are 
worried by the government's 
promise to crack down on 
businesses that do not officially 
register. Since May, only one 
MTV house has applied forand 
received government approval. 

“Why bother?" one MTV 
owner said. 

“We've been 'illegal' for 
years and nobody's done any- 
thing about it yet.” 


Palestinian director focuses on refugee problems

TEL AVIV. (UPI): Arab work- 
ers laying concrete blocks of 
Tel Aviv's central bus station, 
still unfinished after more than 
10 years, glance periodically 
toward another cluster of 
workers — actors and crew fil- 
ming a story similar to their 
own. 

“Where are you sleeping?” 
asks a young Palestinian rebel 1 
of a seasoned family man, the 

main characters in The Shelter, 
being filmed in Tel Aviv and 
nearby Yaffo. 

The question is common 
among many of the estimated 
110.000 Palestinians who 
work in the occupied lands 
everyday. 

Those who cannot afford to 
travel home each nigh t or find it 
inconvenient because of cur- 
fews and other disruptions in 
the Israeli-occupied territories 
sleep illegally in Israeli factories 
and on construction sites, not 


always under hospitable condi- 
tions. 

“It is very important that 
people understand that these 
people are not only Arabs," 
said Palestinian director 
Rashid Mashrawi, born in a 
UN-run Gaza Strip refugee 
camp where his family still 
lives. “They are human brings. 
They work, they love." 

The Shelter, a 45-minute 
snapshot of Palestinian work- 
ers ami their Jewish overseers in 
this situation, is Mashrawi’s 
second film as a director. He 
knows the subject; he worked in' 
construction in Tel Aviv 
several years ago while pursu- 
ing his career in film and paint- 
ing. 

Arguments 

“I believe in the language of 
film," said Mashrawi, insisting 
he is an artist and not someone 
with apolitical axe to grind. 

“Everybody works with the 
tools that he has. When I was a 
painter and I saw a pheno- 


menon in Shati (refugee camp), 

I would do a painting. Now I do 
films ." 

Mashrawi, 26, rejects 
arguments his films are 
political. 

“I don't speak about elec- 
tions. I don't speak about 
dividing land. I don't speak 
about peace or war or about an 
independent Palestinian state." 

But he admits frankly that “if 
I do a film, even if it’s love a 
story, then it’s political because 
I am a refugee from Shati, living 
in Tel Aviv, making a film." 

It is especially political in 
1988, the year of the Palestinian 
uprising against 21 years of 
Israeli occupation. Scenes from 
the uprising are in the second 
half of The Shelter script, but 
Mashrawi and producer Bashir 
Abu-Rabia, a Palestinian Arab 
bedouin, say they may not have 
enough money to film them. 

Abu-Rabia and Mashrawi 
pooled $7,000 of their own to : 
make the movie. Their small 


cast and crew is entirely volun- 
teer, though it includes top 
Israeli Arab actors Salim Dow j 
and Muhammad Bakri. 

“As we have the French, the , 
American, we must have Pales- j 
tinian cinema," said Bakri. “It j 
is not the Arab cinema. It is 
something else. It has some ; 
special colours. The Palestin- j 
ia ns have their own mentality." 

Crew members generally dis- ; 
miss talk of the politics of The 
Shelter. But the film has hit 
home for some Israeli -crew 
members who said they were 
shocked by a scene in which 
Israeli authorities -drag a 
bloodied Arab worker fromhis 
hiding place. 

They also criticised the film 
for its black-and-white por- 
trayal of Arabs and Jews* 

Mashrawi worked as a scenic 
artist on more than 20 movies- 
before attempting to direct Ins 
first film. Faming Fenmt, 
screened six months ago in Tel 
Aviv.

“Ladies and Gentlemen of the 
Jury: 

“This lawsuit is frivolous in the 
extreme. There can be no reason 
why my client, Mr. South, should be 
found guilty of negligence. Consid- 
er how carefully he played this 
hand. 

“He won the opening lead in 
dummy, then drew two rounds of 
trumps ending in hand. Next came a 
finesse of the jack of hearts. Had 
this succeeded, he would have been 


able to discard one of dummy’s dia- 
monds on the king of hearts, and he 
would have been able to try for an 
overtrick with the diamond finesse. 

“Unfortunately, the heart finesse 
lost and East returned a club. My 
client ruffed, crossed to the ace of 
hearts and took the diamond fi- 
nesse. That, too, lost, so ray client 
went down one trick. Since the odds 
on one of two finesses working is at 
least 3-to-l, how can anyone blame 
my client?” 

“Ladies and gentlemen, honor- 
able counsel’s defense of South has 
been more learned than accurate!

“Suppose he wins the opening 
lead, then ruffs a club.

Philippine 
economy no 
longer ‘sick 
man of Asia* 


“MANILA, Nov (AP/, 
"Presltie JrCorazou Aquino said 
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f today thePhilippines was no Ion 
get tne “sick man of Asia,” and 
urged her nation’s Southeast 
Asian neighbours to invest more 
to help sustain economic growth 
here. 

“Today, perhaps more than at 
any other time in the past 20 
years, the Philippines is on the 
rise," Mrs Aquino told a con- 
ference of about 500 business- 
men from the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations. “'Hie 
momenum of recovery is build- 
ing up.” 

The six-member ASEAN 
includes the Brunei, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, the Philippines, Sin- 
gapore and Thailand. 

“Less than three years ago, the 
Philippines was also known as 
the ‘sick man of Asia.’ Its econ- 
omy, which had led the way for 
other Asian economies in the 
early '60s, was in a dangerous 
tailspin,” Mrs Aquino said. 
'Today, we can proudly say that 
we have pulled off one of the 
most phenomenal rescue opera- 
tions in eoonomic history. 

Mis Aquino, who rose to the 
presidency m a civilian-backed 
military uprising in February 
1986, said her government had 
arrested the economic slide of the 
last years of Ferdinand Marcos' 
20-year rule. 

She said the economy had 
bounced to a 5.7 per cent growth 
in gross national product in 1987, 
ana 6.8 per cent growth in the 
first half of 1988. 

Mrs Aquino added that from a 
consumption-led growth that 
had earned the economy in 1987, 
an investment-led growth has 
been achieved this year. She said 
capital growth rose from 4.8 per 
cent in the first half of 1987 to 
22.5 per cent in the first half of 
1988. 

She also said that while the 
economy was on the rise, her 
government was able to keep 
inflation under a double-digit 
figure. 


Energy talks

Financial markets nervously focus on US election 


LONDON, Nov 7, (Reuter):-The world’s 
financial markets are nervously awaiting 
the result of tomorrow’s US presidential 
election, financial analysts said. 

They said the markets would be more 
comfortable with the continuity of 
Republican George Bush moving up 
from the Vice Presidency rather than the 
uncertainty of Democratic newcomer 
Michael Dukakis becoming chief 
executive of the world’s biggest econ- 
omy. 

Whatever the outcome, there will still 
be some concern. 

“Bush — assuming it is he — cannot 
extend the business cycle, maintain sta- 
ble inflation and keep the (trade and 
budget) deficits down at the same time,” 
said George Magnus of Warburg 
Securities in London. 

Protectionism 

If Michael Dukakis should win, dollar 
sales would soon follow because 
Democrats are viewed as the party of 
protectionism, said currency analyst 


Brinsley Best in Paris. 

Shares dealers in London said stock 
markets worldwide had already discoun- 
ted a Democratic win. 

“A Bush victory looks almost certain 
so if Dukakis gets in it would be taken 
badly by the financial markets,” a British 
shares analyst said. 

Some currency dealers in New York 
wondered if the dollar, which closed 
higher on Friday at 125.05 Japanese yen 
and 1.7905 West German marks after 
stronger- than -expected US October 
employment data, would fall after the 
election, as previously thought. 

Mood 

“The mood has changed.'* said a 
dealer in Chicago. 

“Before, people thought the dollar has 
to be sold alter theelection, whoever wins 
it.” 

Dealers said the market was beginning 
to shift its attention to the next latch of 
trade figures. 

If the US September trade deficit is 


larger than the projected $10 to 11 
billion, the US currency will resume its 
downward trend, said Natsuo Okada, a 
senior dealer at Sumitomo Bank's New 
York branch. 

Some strenglhening of the dollar could 
arise from Monday’s meeting at the 
Bank for International Settlements in 
Basle of central bank governors from the 
major industrial nations. 

Interventions 

Following last week’s open market 
interventions by the Japanese and 
American central banks to brake the 
dollar's fall, the Basle meeting is expected 
to plan how best to prevent a dollar rout. 

Encouragement may be drawn from 
the latest analysis by the Organisation 
for Economic Co-operation and 
Development which said the economic 
dimate in its 24 member countries was 
“unusually favourable — even 
euphoric.” 

The analysis, quoted in the Paris- 
based International Herald Tribune 


newspaper, forecast continued expan- 
sion to 1990. 

(XI markets ended last week quietly 
with traders showing little interest in 
taking fresh positions ahead of a meeting 
of OPEC ministers in Vienna on Novem- 
ber 2i. 

Quota 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Hisham 
Nazer reiterated on Saturday his coun- 
try's willingness to abide by its OPEC 
production quota if other OPEC mem- 
bers did the same. 

“We have said many times and we 
repeat today anew that Saudi Arabia will 
be the first country to respect its share on 
condition that all members of OPEC 
maintain their designated quota.” the 
official Saudi Press Agency quoted him 
as saying. 

”... We hope that the coming meeting 
of OPEC oil ministers will arrive at clear 
decisions to set productions limits and an 
upper lhnitto prices for a period of two or 
tnree years under tight supervision.” 


Leading nations, banks urged to lend more money to indebted countries 


Japan set to take strong role on Third World debt 


TOKYO, Nov 7, (Reuter): No 
matter who turns out to be the 
next American president, hell 
have to deal with a more forceful 
Japan on the thorny problem of 
Third World debt. 

Senior Japanese officials and 
bankers have made dear that 
they do not believe a US plan to 
help debt-ridden developing 
nations is working. 

“We see the sitution as very 
serious,” said Koji Kashi waya, 
deputy director-general at the 
Finance Ministry. 

Washington can ill afford to 
ignore Tokyo’s advice on the 
debt question because Japan is 
the world’s biggest creditor. 

As such, it is increasingly being 
put on the spot by developing 
nations looking for money to 
solve their economic problems. 

Tbe US plan, fashioned by for- 
mer US Treasury Secretary 


James Baker, calls for leading 
nations, multilateral organisa- 
tions and banks to lend more 
money to indebted countries 
which put their economies in 
order. 

According to Japanese 
officials, the plan's achilles heel is 
the failure of commercial banks 
to come up with the extra money 
for deserving nations. 

Bank of Tokyo chairman 
Yusuke Kashiwagi told foreign 
journalists last month that 
Japanese banks will refuse to give 
any more money to the debt-rid- 
den Thud World unless major 
nations act to make those loans 
more attractive. 

“Without some credit enhan- 
cement, how can you get private 
banks to lend more money?” 
Kashiwagi asked. T am furious 
about the matter.” 

Multilateral development 


banks have also been slow in 
extending new money to the 
Third World, Kashi waya said. 

“We definitely need the sup- 
port of other donor countries to 
help fill the gap caused by private 
banks and multilateral develop- 
ment bonks,” Kashi waya told 
Reuters in an interview. 

Japan’s answer to the problem 
is the so-called Mryazawa 
initiative, named after Finance 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa. It 
calls for developing countries to 
swap bonds for some of their 
commercial bank debt on a one- 
for-one basis. 

The interest rate on the bonds 
would be guaranteed by a trust 
fund made up of developing 
nations' foreign currency 
reserves and administered by the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). 

Contrary to expectations. 


however, Japan played down the 
proposal at the recent IMF/ 
World Bank annual meeting in 
West Berlin. 

Kashi waya said Japan decided 
against trumpeting its proposal 
in West Berlin for fear this would 
foster jealousy of its growing 
economic power and anlagon- 
i toward the plan itself. 


ism i 


Some delegates speculated US 
opposition to the Japanese idea 
also played a part in Tokyo's 
decision not to push it more 
strongly, though Kashi waya said 
such opposition was not so cer- 
tain. 

Crisis 

In what some in West Berlin 
saw as a swipe at the Japanese 
proposaU US Treasury Secretary 
Nicholas Brady warned against 
any plans for solving the Third 
World debt crisis by transferring 
risk from private banks to gov- 


ernments. 

“Such a bail-out argument is 
nonsense,” Kashiwaya said. 

By allowing US banks to write 
off some oC the developing coun- 
try debt to them against taxes, 
the Reagan administration is 
already providing the banks with 
some sort of debt relief at the 
expense of the public sector. 

“That is also a bail-out,” 
Kashiwaya said. 

But he was equally dismissive 
of Democratic Party proposals 
to allow developing countries to 
write off some of their debt. 

Miyazawa said that would 
provide the debtor nations with 
short-term relief. It was not a 
long-term solution, however, 
because it would only serve to 
discourage commercial banks 
from any future lending. 

The Miyazawa initiative 
would not do that, he said. 


US election a lottery for 
African economicpl a nn e r s 


ADDIS ABABA, Nov 7, 
(Reuter): The United States 
presidential election tomorrow is 
little more than a lottery for 
African economic planners. 

“I was asked the other day 
what the elections mean for our 
economies. I really can't spot 
what might be the winning ticket 
for Africa,” said a top African 
economist at the weekend . 

Neither Republican candidate 
George Bush nor bis Democratic 
rival Michael Dukakis had 
shown their hands in this respect, 
he noted. 

But Congress, wieldmgimpor- 
tant influence over any efforts to 
ease the continent's $220-billion 
debt, remained a key player, he 
said. Commenting on what he 
called an essentially political 
matter, he asked not to be iden- 
tified. 

Victory 

Politically African leaders are 
likely to welcome a Dukakis vic- 
tory. He has indicated his 
willingness to declare South 
Africa a terrorist state, and to 
tighten sanctions against it 
because of its apartheid race 
segregation policy. 

African and American econ- 
omists point to a sharp fall in US 
aid to the world’smost impoveri- 
shed continent in recent years 
under the Reagan administra- 
tion at a time of dire need. 

While Nordic countries, 
France and West Germany had 
considerably stepped up assis- 
tance to Africa in 1 986 and 1 987, 


and Britain’s contribution had" 
stagnated, that from the United 
States fell appreciably, said 
Adebayo Adedeji, executive 
secretary of the UN Economic 
Commission for Africa. 

The Washington-based Over- 
seas Development Council 
(ODC), an independent non- 
profit organisation set up in 1969 
to increase American understan- 
ding of Third World problems, 
has mapped out a blueprint for 
reviving the US role in Africa’s 
economy. 

US aid to sub-Saharan Africa 
alone fell from $1.3 billion in 
1985 to 750 million last year it 
said in a recent briefing paper. 

‘This decline was due in part 
to a reduced need for famine 
relief, but development aid also 
dropped.” 

Tbe US Congress has viewed 
debt relief as a substitute for 
foreign aid and required 
appropriations cuts in exchange 
for debt forgiveness. 

If Congress and the executive 
branch agreed to exempt the 
poorest debt distressed African 
countries from this policy, the 
US could consider forgiving all 
official debt of sub-Saharan 
Africa, which in early 1987 
totalled $3.4biflion, according to 
the council plan. 

It could also consider writing 
ofrdebtincuiTed by poor African 
countries for past US food and 
security aid. Food aid is now 
provided by grams but these 
countries owe $1.2 billion for 


past food aid. 

Arrears in repayments have 
become a widespread problem 
that impedes delivery of food to 
the countries concerned. 

The ODC suggests that a 
policy to continue food aid 
grants while writing off accrued 
debt or converting it to 
repayment in local currencies 
would help African efforts to 
increase their food security. 

“In a sense this is logical, since 
by its very nature food aid was 
consumed without generating 
funds for repayments.” 

The US now extends new 
security aid as grants. But more 
than $700 million — including 
450 million outstanding from 
military sales and 256 million 
from economic support — is 
owed by poor African countries 
for past security assistance. 

Interests 

Generally such assistance is 
provided to promote mutual 
security interests of the US and 
the beneficiary and is not neces- 
sarily expected to yield economic 
returns. 

“Since neither its initial jus- 
tification nor principal use was 
for productive investment, this 
type of aid is a prime candidate 
for forgiveness,” argues the 
ODC. 

It says forgiveness of food and 
security assistance loans would 
reduce annual debt service by 
one third — roughly $ 1 32 million 
— and chop $1.9 billion off the 
accrued debt. 


Greek-American banker flees Greece 


ATHENS, Greece, Nov 7, (AP): 
Greek-American banker George 
Kos kolas, under indictment for 
forgery and embezzlement in a 
$30- million banking scandal, has 
fled the country, police said 
today. 

Koskotas, who was banned 
last week from leaving Greece, 
apparently fled yesterday aboard 
a yacht from the seaside village of 
Megalo Pefko, 34 kilometres (20 
miles) west of Athens, said a 
police officer who requested 
anonymity. 

After Koskotas' escape 
became known. Minister of 
Public Order Tassos Sehiotis 
who held responsibility for police 
surveillance of the banker, sub- 
mitted his resignation, a ministry 
official said, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Koskotas was suspended last 
month as chairman of the Bank 
of Crete in which he holds a con- 
trolling interest. A government 
commissioner was appointed to 
investigate reports of irregular 
financial dealings by the bank. 

On Oct 29, Koskotas resigned 
from the board of Grammi, a 
publishing empire tie founded 
which controls three daily news- 


papers, five magazines and a 
radio station. 

The 34-year-otd banker’s 
parents, wife and five children 
flew to Switzerland last week. 

Koskotas appeared before an 
Athens district attorney last 
Thursday to answer forgery 
charges against him. He was not 
detained but given until Nov 14 
to prepare his defense. 

Scandal 

The scandal has rocked 
Premier Andreas Papandreou’s 
socialist government because of 
accusations that senior officials 
were involved in illegal deals 
arranged by the Bank of Crete. 

The government has pledged 
“absolute clarity” in uncovering 
the Bank of Crete scandal and 
warned there will be “no par- 
dons” for members of the ruling 
Panhellenic Socialist Movement 
(PASOK) who may be 
implicated. 

Over the weekend, a Greek 
shipowner bought one of the 
Grammi group's newspapers, 
tbe conservative daily Kathi- 
merini. 

The shipowner, Aristides 
Alafouzos, said he was paying 
910 million drachmas ($6.3 


million) for the prestigious news- 
paper which was taken over by 
Koskotas last year “because 
Kathimerini must survive.” 

Koskotas is accused of forging 
statements purporting to show 
that the Bank of Crete had more 
than $30 million on deposit with 
two American banks, Merrill 
Lynch and Irving Trust 

He also is suspected of illegally 
using the bank's funds to finance 
the Gr ammi publishing group 
and several other companies in 
which he held a controlling 
interest 

Koskotas bought control of 
the Bank of Crete in 1984 after 
working for six years in its central 
offices as an accountant 

His swift acquisition of 
magazines, newspapers and even 
a soccer team, Olympiakos of 
Piraeus, provoked calls for Cen- 
tral Bank authorities to inves- 
tigate how the deals were finan- 
ced. 

Rival newspaper revealed that 
Koskotas, who grew up in the 
United States, was convicted on 
forgery charges in New York in 
1975 and did not hold the mas- 
ter’s and doctor’s university 
degree that he claimed. 


Aide to NTT chairman quits

Kozo Murata, 63, secretary to 
NTT chairman Hisashi Shinto 
for 20 years, admitted buying 
shares in Recruit Cosmos before 
they were listed on the stock 
market and resigned last night, 
the spokesman said. 

Shinto, looking shaken, told 
reporters this morning he was 
extremely disappointed by his 
aide's conduct but firmly denied 
any involvement himself. 

“This is a matter I must think 
very curefully about,” he said. 

Asked about the possibility of 
his own resignation, he replied: 
“No comment”.

It is not alleged that any laws 
were broken but huge profits 
were made when the share price 
soared after listing.

More than 15 politicians have 
been linked to the scandal so far, 
including Finance Minister Kii- 


Ueda, first politician to resign 
over the scandal, denied direct 
involvement. News of his resig- 
nation pushed Tokyo stock 
prices down as investors worried 
that others may follow. 

A Komeito (clean government 
party) member, Kauuya lkeda, 
resigned as deputy party 
secretary on Friday over his 
brother's purchase of the shares 
but remained in parliament. 

In July, the former president of 
Japan's leading financial news- 
paper, Nihon Keizai Shimbun 
(Nikkei), Ko Morita, resigned as 
advisor to the paper when it was 
revealed that be had received 
Recruit Cosmos shares.

Nigeria to publish new 
industrial blueprint 


LAGOS, Nov 7, (OPECNA): Nigeria will soon hare a new 
blueprint for industrialisation, according to President Ibrahim 
Babangjda. In a weekend speech marking the opening of the 
eighth Lagos International Trade Fair, the President disclosed 
drat (he document contained a package of incentives guarantee- 
ing adequate returns on Investment Babangida commended the 
role of the private sector in the realisation of tin country's 
economic recovery programme and urged its leaders to look 
inward* for their raw materials. He reminded the country's 
industrialists of some of the breakthroughs chat had been made in 
research, calling on them to “avail themselves of the findings.” 
Tbe President reiterated tbe need for co-operation between 
government and organised private sector in order to ensure the 
economic and technological development of the country. Mean- 
while, Lagos Chamber of Commerce and Industry President 
Alhaji LA. Salami said here that the 10-day fair was aimed at 
promoting and fostering international trade. He stressed the 
importance of international trade in helping developing countries 
re-adjust their balance of payments through exports to industrial- 
ised countries. Salami disclosed that over 300 local corporate 
organisations and 45 foreign companies from 18 countries were 
participating in this year's annual event. Special pavilions, be 
said, had been created for local and indigenous technology as a 
method of promotion. 


Rich-poor gap widens: study 


WASHINGTON, Nov 7, (AP): A new economic study shows a 
widening gap between rich and poor since President Reagan took 
office, with the poor falling farther behind and middle-class 
families bolding even only because more family members are 
working. The smdy conducted for tbe Economic Policy Institute 
says the top-eanring 20 per cent make nine times as much money 
in 1986 as the poorest 20 per cent, compared with seven times as 
much in 1979. Institute President Jeff Faux said the report shows 
average American families have been under greater economic 
pressure during the past decade than at any time since World War 
IL Stephen Rose, a Seattle economist who wrote the report along 
with economist David Fasenfest of Louisville, said the widening 
gap between rich and poor is a reversal of trends in earlier decades. 
The study concludes that without big increases in the number of 
women working, as many as 60 per cent of American families 
would have been unable to keep up with inflation between 1979 
and 1 986, the latest year for which complete data is available. The 
report says tbe number of working wives increased from 55.4 per 
cent in 1979 to 66.1 per cent in 1986. “This is an important first 
step in measuring the real economic benefit of having a wife 
work,” Rose said in a telephone interview yesterday. But be 
cautioned that more study is needed to determine the additional 
costs families incur when the wife works, such as greater need for 
childcare. 


Bright forecast for oil investment 


JAKARTA, Nov 7, (OPECNA): Indonesian Mines and Energy- 
Minister Ginandjar Kartasasmlta said here at tbe weekend that 
fu t ur e investment in the country's oil industry was ‘bright*, 
despite the current slump In oil prices. He said although the 
climate for oil-producing countries and companies was 
‘unfavourable,* interest by foreign investors in Indonesia 
remained fairly high.' The minister was speaking at a ceremony 
marking die signing of a contract for oU and gas exploration 
between the state-owned oil company, Pertamina, the Teikoku 
Oil and Amoco Java Sea Petroleum. He said there were several 
factors which encouraged investors to come to the country , 
indnding Indonesia’s strady social, political and economic stand- 
ing. The government's economic policies were deemed reliable, be 
said, while overall working conditions were easier than elsewhere, 
despite a number of shortages. Ginandjar also commented that 
the country was dose to the large and growing energy markets of 
Korea, Taiwan and China. He stressed that these reasons were 
enough for Indonesia to remain an attractive proposition to 
investors. 


Cocoa prices at best for two months 


LONDON, Nov 7, (Renter): Cocoa futures prices rose to their 
best since late August today on speculative buying despite post- 
ponement of a prodneer nations' summjL Traders said prices were 
held by market talk that French interests may have chnched a deal 
with the Ivory Coast that would take 400, MM) tonnes of cocoa off 
the oversspplied market. Futures prices for March, the most 
actively traded month, rose to £862 ($1,525) a tonne, np nearly 
£10 ($17) from Friday. The summit talks in Lome, Togo, were to 
have brought together leaders from 12 countries of the cocoa 
producers' alliance which produce about 80 per cent of world 
cocoa. The Togolese government said the summit was postponed 
because some leaden could not attend. No new date was given. 
Cocoa fell to a 15-year low in September after the failure of talks 
between producers and consumers in the International Cocoa 
Organisation (1CCO) on measures to support the market. In 
another development today, Malaysian Primary Industries Min- 
ister Lim Keng Yaik said his conn try saw no urgency over joining 
the ICCO. “There is no urgency,” Lim told reporters when asked 
if Malaysia wonfd join the group. 


Talks continue 
on Iraqi debt, 
says bank chief 


BAHRAIN, Nov 7, (Reuter): 
Japanese and Iraqi bankers are 
holding talks to reschedule some 
of Baghdad’s debt to Tokyo, the 
president of the Bank of Tokyo 
said today. 

Minuro Inouye told Reuters 
his bank was working with Iraq's 
Rafidain Bank and some 
negotiations had already been 
completed. He declined to give 
details. 

Inouye, on a three-day visit to 
Bahrain, said he did not expect a 
bonanza for overseas bankers 
and businessmen following the 
August ceasefire in the Iran-Iraq 
war, since both countries had 
unresolved internal problems.

“You can't expect anything 
buoyant. The twocountries lost a 
fortune in this war so they have to 
straighten out their fiscal plans. 
We have to wait and see ” he said . 

Inouye promised to co- 
operate with both countries as 
far as possible but said the issue 
of outstanding Iraqi debts to 
Japan had to be settled before 
trade could develop. He said his 
bank would hdp to finance Iran- 
ian projects judged to be feasible. 

Tokyo’s ambassador to Bagh- 
dad, Taizo Nakamura, said on 
Thursday Japan wanted Iraq to 
settle its debts and achieve a last- 
ing peace with Iran before its 
firms took on new projects. He 
declined to give a figure for the 
debt.

KUWAIT Nov 7, (Reuter): 
Most Kuwaiti dinar deposit rates 
firmed today after dollar buying 
early in the day, but some later 
slipped back in quiet trading, 
dealers said. 

Maturing short-dated de- 
posits that temporarily eased 
liquidity yesterday were absor- 
bed today and overnight busi- 
ness shot up to 7-1/2 and eight 
per cent from one per cent yester- 
day. 

Liquidity has been tight for 
more than two weeks because of 
dollar buying. 

Funds 

Tomorrow and spot-next 
funds were pul at 10, eight per 
cent with few or no deals while 
one-week dealt at nine per cent. 

Bids for one-month funds by 
one bank pushed them up to $-1/ 
4, 7-3/4 per cent early in the day 
but they later fell back to yester- 
day's 7-5/8, 1 j% per cenL 

Softer 

A three-month deal was repor- 
ted at seven per cent but most 
rates for periods beyond the end 
of the year were notional at 7- 1 /4, 
6-3/4 percent for the twb-month 
and seven, 6-1/2 per cent For the 
three and six-month, slightly 
easier than yesterday. 

Dealers said dollar buying for- 
ced the Central Bank to adjust its 
dinar exchange rate softer to 
028070/80 to the dollar from the 


opening 0.28060/70, the rate 
since Saturday. 

Dollar selling forced a later 
revision back to 0.28060/70, 
while commercial banks quoted 
spot rates of around 0.28077/82. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposit rates were steady 
today in a moderately active 
market as a recent spate of dollar 
buying appeared to be slowing 
down. 

Longer-term maturities were 
unchanged from yesterday, with 
one month quoted at 9-1 /1 6, 8-7/ 
8 per cent and two months to one 
year at 9- 1/8, nine. 

Dealers 

Dealers said businesses con- 
tinued to transfer funds into 
dollars out of concern the Saudi 
government would devalue the 
riyal before the end of the year to 
cut a budget gap. 

However, they said there was 
less dollar buying this week than 
last. 

A devaluation would increase 
the domestic buying power of the 
government, which gets most of 
its oil revenue in dollars. 

In the short dates, spot-next 
and one-week were little chan- 
ged, but both showed a narrower 
margin at a uniform 9-1/8, 8-7/8 
percent. 

The spot riyal eased margin- 
ally to 3.7506/09 to the dollar 
from 3.7505/08 yesterday.

Experts meet 
to draft 
treaty on 
toxic waste 

GENEVA, Nov 7, (Reuter): 
Experts from 50 countries met 
today to draft an international 
treaty to control the disposal of 
toxic waste and prevent its illegal 
dumping on Third World coun- 
tries. 

The 10-day meeting organised 
by the United Nations Environ- 
ment Programme (UN EP) hopes 
to draw up a definitive treaty to 
be signed next March, con- 
ference sources said. 

Kenyan President Daniel 
Arap Moi called the recent dum- 
ping of waste in Africa an act of 
garbage imperialism and urged 
UNEP to devise ways of prevent- 
ing Africa from becoming the 
world's dustbin. 

Treaty 

UNEP's executive director, 
Mostafa Tolba, wants the treaty 
to compell exporters to give dear 
and accurate descriptions of 
their waste to countries handling 
its disposal. 

Some cash-strapped develop- 
ing countries, particularly in 
Africa, have accepted waste des- 
cribed as non-hazardous but 
which was in fact toxic. 

As industrialised countries 
ship more of their radioactive 
and chemical waste abroad 
because of stricter legislation 
governing its disposal at home, 
experts want UNEP to help 
developing countries to 
introduce their own laws con- 
trolling the handling of hazar- 
dous waste. 

Tolba told reporters it would 
be difficult to eliminate the illegal 
trade of toxic waste because of ; 
the money involved. 

But such trade could be fought 
with an international agreement 
that placed responsibility firmly 
on exporting countries, he said. 

About 50 members of the 
Greenpeace ecologist group 
demonstrated outside the meet- 
ing at the United Nation’s Palais 
des Nations to demand an end to 
the international waste trade. 

Industrial 
co-operation talks 

LIBREVILLE, Nov 7, 
(OPECNA): Gabonese Minister 
of Mines, Industry and Consum- 
ption Etienne Guy Mouvagha-

Arab contractors will get priority 


Businessmen seek share in Iraq’s reconstruction 


BAGHDAD, Nov 7, (AP): Hun- 
dreds of Arab and foreign busin- 
essmen, bankers and industrial- 
ists have (locked to Baghdad in 
the last few days seeking a share 
iu Iraq's post-war reconst ruc- 
liun. 

More than 2.000 firms from 62 
countries have representatives at 
the Baghdad Trade Fair this 
week, competing fora slice of the 
lucrative contracts as Iraq 
rebuilds its battered border cities 
and cranks up an ambitious 
development programme, halted 
hv the eighL-ycar-old war with 
Iran, that involves projects 
worth an estimated S50 billion. 

Priority 

Rebuilding and expanding its 
oil industry is Iraq's most 
immediate priority. But it also 
wks to build up heavy industry, 
power generation, transport and 
communications. 


Some 200 Arab businessmen 
from the Gulf arrived in Bagh- 
dad on Saturday night to tour 
war-damaged areas, including 
the badly damaged sou them port 
city of Basra, to assess recon- 
struction possibilities. 

Iraqi officials have indicated 
that Arab contractors and com- 
panies will begiven priority in the 
reconstruction effort. 

A senior Japanese trade 
official expressed eagerness to 
help with reconstruction and 
boost trade with Iraq. Bui he 
asserted that Japanese business- 
men remain cautious about get- 
ting too involved in Iraq until it 
signs a peace treaty with Iran. 

“The two main factors which 
inhibit Japanese eagerness to 
expand busi ness with 1 raq for the 
time being are the stalemated 
peace talks and Iraq's debt 
problem." said Shinsaku Sogo, 


executive director of Japan’s 
pAtemal Trade Organisation. 

The Japanese have kept a low 
profile at the fair. But Sogo told 
the Associated Press that was not 
because of Japanese reluctance, 
but the high cost of freighting 
Japanese goods, mostly machin- 
ery and heavy industrial equip- 
ment, to Iraq. 

The Japanese and some Wes- 
tern businessmen and trade 
officials have cautioned against 
extravagant expectations of a 
post-war boom, noting that with 
imports running at about $10 
billion a year, the Iraqis won't 
have the resources to service 
debts andpay for reconstruction. 

But major industrialised coun- 
tries, their eyes on the lucrative 
contracts expected to emerge, are 
still prepared to do business, if 
only to ensure that they will even- 
tually be repaid for debts 


incurred during the war. 

Some have already put for- 
ward improved export credit for 
next year. 

The United States last week 
concluded a new agreement to 
extend itscurrent credit to export 
farm produce to about $1.5 
billion. 

It was signed by Iraqi Trade 
Minister Mohammed Mehdi 
Saleh and Robert Piles, US 
deputy assistant secretary of 
commerce. 

FacllHfea 

Speaking to reporters at the 
fair's US pavilion. Piles expres- 
sed confidence in Iraq's credit- 
worthiness and indicated that the 
United States might be willing to' 
expand its trade relations with 
Iraq, which he said “proved 
capable of meeting its repayment 
obligations.” 

He added that Washington 


was thinking of asking the Iraqi 
government to give US business- 
men the same investment 
facilities that Arab businessmen 
receive. 

Britain has signed an accord 
with Iraq to extend its line of 
credit above last year's £175 
million, or $297 million. 

Britain's Minister for Trade 
and Industry, Anthony Newton, 
arrived in Baghdad on Friday for 
three days of talks with Iraqi 
officials. He is heading the Brit- 
ish side at a session of the joint 
commission for economic, tech- 
nical and scientific co-operation. 

But the senior trade and bank- 
ing officials accompanying him 
underlined the priority the Brit- 
ish are giving to maintaining 
their traditional position in the 
Iraqi market and to secure con- 
tracts in the country's post-war 
rebuilding effort. 


Other European countries, 
including West Germany, 
France and Italy, have shown 
similar interest in the Iraqi 
market. Their immediate objec- 
tive is to maintain business with 
Iraq and share in the post-war 
development boom. 

“Any decision to extend credit 
cover should depend on an asses- 
sment whether this would help 
ensure that Iraq would continue 
to service its war debt," one 
European businessman said. 

Many countries have already 
rescheduled repayments of 
Iraq's debts. 

Once a peace treaty is signed, 
Iraq will be abel to reduce its 
huge military spending and 
rechannel its resources into 
reviving its development 
programme and reactivate the 
state sector, which suffered badly 
during the conflict. 


Foreign banks 
should be 
allowed to open 
branches in 
Kuwait, 
says GIC chief 

FOREIGN and regional banks 
should be allowed to open bran- 
ches in Kuwait. Dr Khaled A1 
Fuyez. executive chairman of the 
Kuwait-based Gulf Investment 
Corp. (GIC) told a local daily. 

In the beginning, priority 
should be given to Gulf banks to 
boost economic co-operation 
among Gulf Co-operation 
Council countries and to secure 
effective control by the Central 
Bank, he said. 

, Al Fayez also said local and 
Gulflegislation should be revised 
to accommodate the necessary 
services to be extended by a 
developed financial market. 

Al Fayez also called for an 
expansion of an investment base 
by allowing foreign shares and 
securities to be traded in the local 
market. However, special sys- 
tems and procedures must be 
developed to protect the inves- 
tors' funds, he said. 

Developments 

The Gulf market in general 
and the Kuwaiti market in par- 
iiiular. 'Have Witnessed several 
Otwiomie -developments. ..that 
require specialised- institutions 
that can serve local investors and 
look for investment opportun- 
ities throughout theGulf.he said. 

Kuwaiti financial institutions 
have started developing their 
capabilities to play a positive role 
in the financial market, but the 
number of these institutions 
remains limited, he said. 

However, Fayez praised the 
Kuwaiti monetary policy and 
said it is working to encourage 
investment. 

Meanwhile. Al Fayez said 
development of a financial centre 
in Kuwait is a difficult task. The 
Kuwaiti market still lacks 
experience and is suffering from 
a shortage of dealers, he added.

Dollar eases ahead of US election 


LONDON, Nov 7. (Reuter): 
Financial markets put Lhem- 
sclves on hold today on the eve of 
the US presidential election. 

The dollar was quoted slightly 
lower in dull European currency 
trading, easing after quite large 
sales from the Middle East to 
trade around 1.7890 marks and 
124.80 yen after Friday's 1.7940 
and 125.35. 

But dealers said they expected 
it to remain in a narrow range 
before tomorrow's election. 

“Hie dollar might move up 
slightly on position adjustments 
this morning after recent selling 
but it is noL expected to move 
much before the election," a 
London dealer said. 

Stable 

“If Mr Bush wins the dollar 
might be stable to firmer as his 
victory has been discounted in 
the markets," another said. 

But some expect the dollar to 
fall after the election no matter 
who is elected as the markets 
doubt ifa new US administration 
will tackle high US budget and 
trade deficits. 

In Tokyo, stock prices fell 
today due to a belief that the 
health of Japanese Emperor 
Hirohito is deteriorating and 
because of a fresh twist in a local 
share-buying ..scandal, brokers 
said. 

Hie dollar was steady at mid- 
day as dealers marked time 
ahead tomorrows presidential 
election in the United Slates. 

The dollar was worth 125.05 


yen and 1.7910 West German 
marks at midday against 124.95 
and 1.7895 at Friday’s New York 
close. 

“The dollar was sandwiched 
between selling interest at 125.30 
yen and buying interest below 

125.00 yen and could not break 
out." said one dealer. 

Direction 

Dealers were reluctant to drive 
the dollar in any distinct direc- 
tion ahead of the presidential 
election and expect the dollar to 
fluctuate narrowly this after- 
noon. 

The stock market's Nikkei 
index fell II 5.51 points, or 0.41 
per cent, to 27,931.24. It ended 
93.50 points higher on Saturday. 

Share turnover was low and 
brokers attributed that partly to 
hesistance ahead of the US elec- 
tion. 

A belief that 87-year-old 
Emperor Hirohilo's health is 
declining had a negative impact 
on sentiment. Hirohito has been 
bedridden since he collapsed 
Sept 19. 

Investors are concerned that 
the stockmarket would close for 
a period of mourning if the 
Emperor died. 

Palace officials said Hirohito's 
condi lion "was stable this morn- 
ing after he. .suffered ajnagsive 
blood loss yesterday. 

The loss was sparked by news 
that a dose aide to the chairman 
of NTT resigned on Saturday, 
after admitting he bought unlis- 
ted shares in Recruit Cosmos, 


brokers said. 

A scandal emerged recently 
after it appeared that many 
politicians and their aides made 
big profits by selling the real 
estate company's shares when 
they were listed over-the-counter

Saudi Arabia’s non-oil GDP growth quickens 


RIYADH, Nov 7. (AP): Prov- 
isional estimates of Saudi 
Arabia's non-oil gross domestic 
product have risen for the first 
lime in four years, the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency said 
in a report published today. 

It said that the estimates 
marked “the first positive 
growth rate’ 1 afterdeclinesof2.7, 
6.7 and 2.4 per cent over the 
previous three fiscal years. 

This, combined with a contin- 
uing downward trend in other 
economic indicators, constituted 
a "notable recovery" for the 
Saudi economy, the report 
noted. 

Recovery 

The recovery was attributed to 
an increase in oil income due to 
higher prices, the repatriation of 
private capital from abroad, an 


increase in efficiency, reduced 
costs, and more aggressive 
exporting by the private sector. 

Total exports rose by 16 per 
cent to 87 billion riyals ($23 
billion) last year, with non-oil 
exports at 9.4 billion riyais (52.5 
billion), according to SAMA 
statistics. Non-oil exports rose 
by 25 per cent. 

Both the industrial and 
agricultural sectors registered 
gains this year. Wheat produc- 
tion reached approximately 2.5 
million tons and barley output, 
projected to reach 750,000 ions 
in die near future, amounted to 

250.000 tons. 

Sales 

Industry sales totalled about 
IS billion riyals ($4 billion) with 
petrochemical revenues nearly 
tripling. 


Imports increased by only 5 
per cent to 73 billion riyais ($19 
billion). That gave the kingdom a 
trade surplus of 14 billion riyals 
($3.7 billion) last year, up from 4 
billion riyals ($1 billion) in 1986. 

The summary noted that the 
money supply increased by 5.4 
per cent to 8.6 billion riyals ($2.2 
billion), and that bank deposits 
increased by 7.4 billion riyals 
($1.9 billion). 

Assets 

Bank claims on the private sec- 
tor declined by 460 million riyals 
(5122 million) within a total of 
58.8 billion riyals ($15.6 billion). 

Commercial banks, which 
opened 37 new branches in the 
kingdom this year, increased 
their foreign assets by 1 5.5 billion 
riyals ($4. 1 billion) to 102 billion 
riyals ($27 billion) and their 


foreign liabilities by 10.2 billion 
riyals ($2.7 billion) to 24.5 billion 
riyals ($6.5 billion). 

Net foreign assets stood at 77.7 
billion riyals (520.7 billion) an 
increase of 5.3 billion riyals ($1.4 
billion) over the previous year. 

The latest budget figures for 
this year placed revenues at 105.3 
billion riyals ($28 billion) and 
expenditure at 141.2 billion 
riyals (537.6 billion). 

The deficit, the report noted, 
was to be financed mainly 
through offering treasury bonds. 

But it added that “another 
important feature of the budget 
is the encouragement and sup- 
port it seeks to provide the 
private sector by making upward 
adjustments in import duties, 
except in the case of some basic 
food items." 


Antwerp diamond cutters face 
Third World challenge 


ANTWERP. Belgium, Nov 7. 
(Reuter): Antwerp has launched 
a determined campaign to prove 
it is a cut above its rivals in the 
fiercely competitive world 
diamond market. 

The business community in 
this Flemish port has adopted the 
showbiz slogan “Antwerp — a 
diamond's best friend" to boost 
the city's role in the trade it once 
dominated. 

Antwerp’s diamond mer- 
chants, who buy and sell the 
stones, have never had it so good . 

"This may be the only trade in 
the world in which Belgium is 
number one," Marc van Den 
Abeelen. genera! manager of the 
country's Diamond High Coun- 
cil. told Reuters. 

But the cutters and polishers, 
who since the 15th century have 
transformed the rough stones 
into brilliant gems, are only just 
recovering from a major crisis. 

Cheaper 

Competition from abroad, 
especially from newly industrial- 
ising nations where labour is 
cheaper, pushed the city's 
diamond factories to the brink in 
the early 1980s. 

“When people realised this 
industry was going down (he 
drain, it took them four years to 
adapt. No one believed five years 
ago how bad it was," Van Den 
Abeelen said. 


Once the world's only 
diamond-culling centre. Ant- 
werp is now one of 30. The work- 
force, 20,000-strong in 1970, has 
dwindled to just over 6,000. 

India and Israel are die biggest 
challengers but Sri Lanka and 
Thailand have also been eating 
into Belgium's markets since 
they can process the world's har- 
dest stone at a Traction of 
European Economic Commun- 
ity costs. 

Some Belgian manufacturers 
have set up factories abroad to 
take advantage of low wages and 
non-union labour. 

Despite the problems facing its 
cutlers, Antwerp remains by far 
the major cemre for trade in both 
rough and cut diamonds. 

It hosts four of the world’s 20 
diamonds bourses which last 
year handled 85 per cent of the 
world’s rough and half its poli- 
shed stones. Diamonds account 
for six per cent of Lhe country’s 
exports, and two per cent of its 
Gross National Product. 
Turnover 

Antwerp expects turnover this 
year to rise about eight per cent 
to about 400 billion Belgian 
francs ($10.8 billion). 

Sea trade routes from India, 
Lhe world's first known source of 
diamonds, brought Lhe industry 
to the port, and the skill of the 
Flemish craftsmen were 


unchallenged for centuries. 

Ironically, many of the world's 
cutters and polishers were 
trained in Antwerp. 

'*That's both a compliment 
and a disadvantage. We made 
magicians of the students, now 
they're competitors,” Walter 
Baert,' a spokesman for the 
Diamond High Council, said. 

Manufacturers are investing 
heavily in high-technology 
equipment which Baert admitted 
could lead to more redundancies, 
but he said top technicians would 
stay in demand. 

Service 

“We have the best skilled peo- 
ple in the world. We have a better 
cut, belter quality, better 
service," Abraham Fischler, 
president of the Beursvoor 
Diamanthandel (diamond trad- 
ing bourse) said, noting it takes 
six years to train as a polisher. 

But Antwerp has been too shy 
about promoting itself. 

“You go to the United States, 
they think Antwerp is in 
Holland. We’re not aggressive 
enough,” Fischler said. 

Hence the campaign to keep 
Antwerp’s star high in ' the world 
market. 

The Diamond High Council 
has collaborated with city auth- 
orities and rough stone suppliers 
to stage jewellery design awards, 
exhibitions and conferences. 


UAE not 
to resort to 
taxation 

ABU DHABI, Nov 7, 
(OPECNA): The United Arab 
Emirates will not resort to the 
imposing of taxes to offset the 
continuing deficit in the federal 
budget, according to Minister of 
Slate for Finance and Industry 
Ahmed Tayer. 

He said the government would 
continue to generate revenues 
through an increase of fees for 
services. 

Speaking to journalists fol- 
lowing a session of the Federal 
Committee on Expenditure 
Rationalisation, he said that the 
present fee structure would be 
revised.

The Brazilian teams which 
graced the sport, winning the 
World Cup in 1958, 1962 and 
1970, are no more than distant 
memories as soccer, like the 
national economy, slides 
towards chaos.

Robbed of its stars, the 
Brazilian domestic game lacks 
the artistry which made tbe 
nation a world power in the 
1960s and 1970s. The fans, faced 
with the prospect of dull games 
and expensive tickets, are 
increasingly slaying at home. 

Official statistics show the 
average attendance in this year’s 
Copa Uniao, the national cham- 
pionship, fell to 10,409. the 
lowest since 1979 and less than 
half the 1987 average.

Germany needs radically to alter 
its formula for producing stare. 
The East Germans won 37 gold 
medals. 35 silvers and 30 bronzes 
at the Seoul Olympics — second 
only to the Soviet Union. 

But East German sources said 
Eichler and two new men voted 
in as his deputies were likely to 
head a shake-up of the organisa- 
tion, possibly adopting a less 
rigid approach on advertising, 
sponsorship and professional- 
ism. 

As a major sporting country 


East Germany could cash in far 
more on its world standing in 
sports. 

Eichler ran the DTSB in 
Ewald 's absence this year and 
has already given a taste of what 


he apparently has in mind. 

This year foreign advertising 
popped up at domestic events 
and figure skating star Katarina 
Witt became East Germany's 
first sports professional. 

The DTSB, with a 530- 
miilion-mark (S295 million)
